LONDON, Oct. 3.—At 25 minutes to 9 
o'clock this evening Sir Arthur Sullivan 
took his seat as leader of the orchestra in 
the Savoy Theatre, and bowed repeatedly 
to an enthusiastic welcome from the crowd- 
ed house. Local interest in the first pro- 
duction of ‘* The Yeoman of the Guard; or, 
The Merry Man and His Maid” was very 
great, and seats would have brought a 
large premium if any had been for sale. 
The house was distributed a week ago, 
however, and outside of the pit and gallery 
no places have been obtainable since. Sir 
Arthur’s box was occupied by Mrs. Ronalds 
and her daughter; Mr. Gilbert’s box by 
Mrs. Gilbert and her mother, Mrs. John 
Hare; while other boxes in the first tier 
were those of Mrs. Mackay, Mrs. Michael 
Gunn, Mrs. George Grossmith, and Mrs. 
D’Oyly Carte. 

The opera progressed slowly with the au- 
flience, the grim old Tower of London, 
which rose massive from the stage, having 
a rather’subduing effect. Phabe’s “‘ Heigho” 
song was encored, and the entrance and 
chorus of the yeomen gained sharp ap- 
plause. There was no marked enthusiasm 
thereafter until the entrance of Jack Point, 
which was played by George Grossmith, and 
Elsie, otherwise Geraldine Ulmar. Their 
duet was a great success. The hit of the 
act, however, and, indeed, of the evening, 
was Jessie Bond in Pheebe’s song, “Were I 
thy bride,” during-which ‘she steals the 
keys of the condemned man’s cell from 
Wilfred. Thisis simply bewitching, anda 
repetition was loudly: demanded. 

Outside of these numbers the sequence 
scenes, thongh pleasing, were not stimu- 
lating. The motive of the music is contin- 
uously sad in all the characters, and the 
comedy lines, being philosophic rather than 
funny, did not lighten the effect. The 
comedy part of Jack Point was palpably 
written directly at George Grossmith, who 
played it. Grossmith is exceedingly well 
known and popular here, and lately wrote 
ga book called * Recollections of a Society 
Clown,” so that in the lines he spoke he was 
tontinually describing himself. This was 
funny to those who were informed, 
but the part 1s. stilted, offers. few 
low comedy opportunities, and did not 
evoke the laughter that was newied Gil- 
bert’s usual satirical motive was also ab 
sent, and at the end of the first act the pre- 
vailing impression in the lobby and smok- 
ing room was that the second act would 
have to be very strong to make the opera a 
popular success. Sullivan’s music, though 
both higher-pitched and more elaborate in 
its combinations than usual, was generally 
commended. It was agreed thatthe trouble 
lay with the book. 

The second act went very much as the 
first had gone. A,quartet evoked the first 
start of applause, and the duet between 
Wilfred and Jack Point, where they falsely 
report the death of the escaped prisoner, 
was very successful. Outside of these there 
were no numbers which seemed to be re- 
garded as striking. At the close the com- 
pany were called out,.and Messrs. Gilbert 
and Sullivan were called afterward. 

The verdict of the audience was not en- 
thusiastic. The impression was that unless 
the piece can be made iess stilted and form- 
al, and more humorous, its popular suc- 
cess is greatly to be doubted. 

The presentation was most complete. The 
parts were made the most of bv all, and re- 
peated rehearsals produced a performance 
without a hitch. Courtice Pounds, who 
played Fairfax, was apologized for as hav- 
ing a cold, but he sang. with entire success. 
Geraldine Ulmar never looked prettier or 
sang better. W.H. Denny as Wilfred was 
admirable, and Jessie Bond’s Phabe was 
most captivating. Wallace Brownlow was 
the Lieutenant, Richard Temple Sergeant 
Meryll, Rosina Brandram Jane Carruthers, 
and Rose Hervey Kate. 

The event of the seasonin athletic cir- 
cles was the first appearance to-day of the 
Maori football team. The handsome sav- 
ages came on the field at Richmond ar- 
rayed in brilliantly-bordered mats, and 
played in dark blue knee breeches and jer- 
seys. They were not in the best of condition, 
not having recovered from their sea voyage. 
They managed, however, to beat the Sur- 
rey team afterahard fight. No goal was 
won in the first half, though Surrey gained 
a touch-down. In the second half the Maoris 
gained two touch-downs and one goal. {tis 
not believed that they can win against a 
crack English team. - 

RIGHTS OF ELEOTION INSPEOTORS. 

ALBANY, Oct. 3.—In an opinion rendered 
by Attorney-General Tabor to-day he holds that 
under Chapter 508, Laws ef 1883, the inspectors 
upex their first sitting shall add and substract 
irom and complete the list of electors, and shall 
bn that day add to the list the names of any per- 
3Jons who would on the day of the general elec- 
tion be entitled to vote. The requirement that 
no addition shall be made except upon personal 
appearance of a person applies enly to the last 
day of the weeting for the correction of the list. 


The opinion centains the following: ‘To assist 
the inspectors at their firet meeting they are 
allowed to take the names from the poll list of 
the previous year, but there is nothing in the 
act which confines them any particular 
method of procedure at this first meeting in 
ascertaining the names of voters, and I am of 
the opinion that a personal appearance of a per- 
s0n entitled to vote is not required at the first 
meeting of the inspectors in order to authorize 
them to place his name on the list, even though 
the name of such person was not en the poll list 
of the previous yeur.”

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NINH COAOHES DERAILED.

A REMARKABLE ACCIDENT WITH: NO 
SERIOUS RESULTS. 

Batavia, N. Y., Oct. 3.—Every one of 
the nine cara composing the New-York express 
on the New-York Central Railroad leftjthe rails 
at Byron Station, eight miles east of Batavia, 
at 6:30 this morning, being derailed while the 
train was running at an unusually| high rate of 
speed in an endeavor to make up a half hour’s 
lost time. Not only were all the cars derailed, 
but the passenger coaches actually cleared 
themselves from the track and ran several rods 
on neither rails nor ties. The smoking car 
went down a 10-foot embankment and turned 
over on its side and three of the sleepers 
crashed through the station platform, narrowly 
missing the building and went at least four 


rods before they came to a standstill with the 

wheels and trucks buried in the earth. It was 

@ remarkable wreck. Had it not occurred 

where the land adjoining the track was com- 

paratively level a frightful disaster would have 

ton ens As it was, nobody was severely 
urt, ; 

The accident was caused by the tender of the 
locomotive jumping the traek while crossing a 
frog a few rods west of the station, The train 
was composed of two. baggage and wail cars, 
three day coaches, and four sleepers, The loco- 
motive, with the tender jumping ever the ties, 
ran nearly a quarter of a mile before it stopped. 
The baggage and mall Cars ran with it half the 
distance and then they broke loose. The day 
coaches and one sleeper broke loose at once 
trom the baggage car ahead and the sleepers 
behind, and raa over the ties several rods, grad- 
ually working off until when they reached a 
highway a short distance east of the station 
they were entirely free from the tracks. The 
smoking car crossed the highway and went 
down the embankment just east of it, where it 
turned over on its side. The other coaches were 
half overturned. None of the cars-.were badly 
damaged, but the track was torn to pieces for 
80 ruds, 

When the shock came and the bumping over 
the ties betokened a disaster of some sort there 
Was the utmost confusion on the train, which, 
luckily, was not heavily loaded. The passen- 
gers were greatly frightened, but none of them 
sustained a greater injury than a slight scalp 
wound or a bruise, and the majority escaped 
without a scratch. Wrecking forces trom Roch- 
ester and Batavia were telegraphed for, and 
upon their arrival made rapid progress in put- 
ting things to rights. No track except the one 
upon which the train was running was dam- 
aged. The passengers, who numbered only 
about 100, had breakfast at the Byron Hotel, 
and were taken on the following train to Roch- 
ester, where a train was made up to carry them 
on their way east.

FAILURE OF A DRY GOODS FIRM. 

St. Pau, Minn., Oct. 3.—All day long 
the deors of the dry goods firmof E. Allen & 
Co. have been besieged by a hostef creditors 
who strove, but in vain, to gain admittance. It 
has been known forsome time that this firm 
was very heavily involved, and this morning 
they madean assignment to Henry Sattler of 
Sattler Brothers, The firm began business 
in St. Paul in August, 1887, under the firm 


name of E. Allen & Co., having as members 
Edgar Allen and Abraham Levinson. Lately 
the tirm was enlarged by admitting Benjamin 
Ettlesohn of Chicago as aspecial member. The 
assets and liabilities are not yet known, but 
the stock is estimated to be worth about 
$70,000, and the liabilities are about 
as much. The creditors are all East- 
ern parties, and mostiy from Chicago and 
New-York. The largest creditor, perhapa, 
is J. Vv. Farwell of Chicago. Weil, Josephs & Co. 
of Cincinnati are heavy losers. Mr. Oakes, on be- 
ing asked the cause of the assignment, said 1t 
was caused by some creditors demaadipg pay- 
ments before the bills were due, ‘ Our firm,” 
he said, “is no bank tostandarun. If bills 
are due in December we are not prepared to 
pay them in Octover, and that is exactly our 
vase. The prime cause of our assignment is the 
action of the firm of Weily Josephs & Go., 
who attached at Chicago some of our 
goods in transit, and the news of this spreading 
caused some alarm among creditors, In order 
to fully protecs every one interested from the 
possibility of loss by further attachments we 
deemed it advisable to make an assignment, but 
none of our crediters will lose by us. I know 
we can pay cent for cent, and I think our assets 
will considerably exceed our labilities.”’

WHEAT JUMPING AROUND 


siineiinpihabese 
RAPID FLUCTUATIONS IN THE 
WHEAT MARKET, 
GREAT EXCITEMENT IN CHICAGO AND 
ST. LOUIS—EXTENSIVE CALLS FOR 
MARGINS, BUT NO FAILURES. 


Cuicaao, IL, Oct. 3.—Wheat resumed its 
upward way on the Board of Trade to-day. The 
market was excited, and the advance on the 
opening was abrupt. Before the close there 
Was @ severe reaction, but there was & substan- 
tial gain in prices for the day. 

As was the case yesterday there was a rush 
for wheat at the beginning of business, and the 
bulge was so suddem and so sharp and the re- 
action so close upon its heels that the oldest 
traders on the board did not know what to 
make of the situation. It was the most wildly 
irregular market they had ever seen except in 
war times. It was a market seemingly without 
rhyme or reason, for even at the height of the 
late September corner there were no such abrupt 
movements up and down the scale of prices. 
Then the variation was all one way. To-day’s 
rises and falls came close upon one another’s 


heels. That nobody was forced to suspend was 
everywhere regarded as a very lucky state of 
atfairs tor the Board of Trade. 

It took just about six minutes to set every-, 
thing at sixes and sevens. December wheat 
started in at $1 11—not far from the quotation 
the curb traders made for it late yesterday af- 
ternoon after the regular session had stopped at 
$1 084%. In an instant the price was swept up- 
ward to $1 18, There were jumps of 2 or 3 
cents between transactions, and on different 
sides of the pit trades were 2 cents apart at the 
same time. May wheat had meanwhile rushed 
from $1 12 to $1 18. Onceit teuched $1 194, 
but nobody made a trade at that figure. Then 
came the reaction, and down December tumbled 
to $1 1415, From this time on itswung between 
$1 15 and $1 184, until half an hour before tho 
close it broke again and dowu it went to $1 13, 
where it closed. 

No especial reason for the break was given. 
The peopie who considered 90 cents a buigea 
few weeks ago, were talking of $113 as a bad 
break to-day, but in ‘‘after-hours” trading there 
was still more of a decline, Dealers here have 
itthat the most obstinate of the foreign shorts 
are getting frightened and have learned alesson 
trom Hutchinsun’s recent practical experiments 
in two-dollar wheat. The advance of the last 
two days has been caused very largely by cov- 
ering tor foreign account, some of the local and 
New-York heavy-we y plungers. helping the 
price up. The burden of the enormous losses 
that have occurred hae’ evidently failen upon 
ty 9 who are strong financially. There can 

6 no doubt that losses have occurred. Afew 
minutes before the close yesterday afternoon & 
tifty-thousand-bushbel lot of wheat for December 
delivery was sold at a $1081. Within tive 
minutes from the opening this morniug the same 
fifiy-thousand-bushel let was bought back at 
$1 18 by the people who sold it, Twenty-four 
hours before this last trade ocourred the market 
was $1 04%. Ten days ago the market was 92 
to 93 cents. 

With such cases on hand it is not strange that 
trade has been narrewed considerably during 
the last three days, and commission merchants 
continue to pursue & conservative policy. They 
are not looking for business and minimize risks 
to the limit. There still remain: big lines of 
short wheat that have not been touched, and 
there are also big lines of long wheat that‘have 
not been sold out, Hutchinson is believed to 
have diminished his lime greatly on the advance, 
Cudaby, too, sold a good deafof wheat, and it 
was evident that agood many of the big oper- 
ators wanted to see a less excited market. ut 
the scalpers had a busy time of it to-day. 

Corn ana provisions were also excited to-day. 
In corn there was a lively bulge, but it didn’t 
last, following the course of things in wheat 
pretty closely. Hutchinson is believed to have 
a Very substantial interest in the corn dealings. 

A meeting af the creditors of Frank Clifton & 
Co. was held this afternoon, and nearly a 100 of 
these in sted were present. The meeting 
was calle without consultation with the Clif- 
tons, and one of the creditore was sent to bring 
a member ofthe tirm into the meeting. Charles 
Clifton, the younger of the brothers, appexared 
and said that they could not give even an_ esti- 
mate of their assets and liabilities, as but a por- 
tion of the statements had been made out. He 
promised that by Saturday the tirm would be 
able to make a statement. Thereis much sur- 
— expressed that there are not more failures, 

argins were called for to-d right and left, 
aud it seemed strange that alicalls were met. 
It is estimated that fully $2,000,000 in margins 
was put up yesterday. The Cashier of the Corn 
Exchange National Bank said that the amount 
of certiticates issued yesterday for margins was 
the largest in the history of the bank. Other 
banks report the same state of things. 


Sr. Louis, _Mo., Oct. 3.—Boiling is the 
word that expresses the condition of the pit on 
*Change this morning. The inarket was wild] 
excited, and: the traders were badly. scared. 
Wheat was jumping back and forth witb such 
rapidity that it was almost impossible to keep 
track of it, but its general tendency was up- 
ward. The traders were afraid of each other 
ana of the market, and every one was scram- 
bling to get outof thedeal. There was a bull 
eraze on, and the shorts were squeezed unmer- 
cifuily. Itis difficult to give even a faint idea 
of the condition of the pit. Commission men 
were refusing new orders and,declining to exe- 
cute old ones, unless they were in settlement, 
and even then they were very careful with 
whom they traded, because of the report that a 
number of the traders had been caught, and 
would be heavy losers by the advance. 

Every man who bad a dollar's interest in the 
market was.nervous and excited because of the 
rapid finctuation of the market. Half a cent 
was nothing forit to jump one way or the 
other. Commissionmen were calling on their 
principals for heavy, and sometimes excessive, 
lnargins, One man who sold 5,000 shert at 93 
cents was called first for 35 cents, and then 26 
cents, Making a total ef $3,160 0n 5,000 bush- 
els, but the traders would carry nothing uniess 
they were more than protected. The crawd 
was heavily short early this morning. and at. 
first they were unable to cover. They had been 
selling here and buying in Chicago, and they 
were whipsawed as they were two years ago, 

The losses will be heavy, but there has only 
been one failnre. R. B. Sheridan announced his 
suspension this morning, and he said that he 
could not even approximate how much of a 
failure it will be. “It. will not be a big one,” he 
said, “but I expect that it will take all that I’ve 
got.” Other failures were looked for for some 
timo, but as they did not come the erowd con- 
cluded that, though many had lost heavily, they 
could stand their losses without throwing up 
their hands. News from Chicago announcing 
failures is constantly expected, and it is 
said here that there will certainly be some 
up there. The market here was in a 
hepeless condition for a long time. Within the 
last 10 days, up to 11 0’clock this morning, it 
had advaneed 22 cents—from 93 centsto $1 15 
—and there was no indication of a let-up, It 
was still strong, with an upward tendeney. 
Since 1 o’clock Toneomeey apd till 11 o’elock this 
morning it had advanced 8 cents, and the preas- 
ure on the shorts is terrible. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 3.—There was great 
excitement in the wheat market here to-day, 
and atthe opening a eee of about 65g cents 
per bushel was made, The total gain for the 
day was Scents. The flour trade is utterly de- 
moralized by the expected advance in the value 
of wheat. ne jobber has a contract for the 
delivery of @ carioad of Minnesota pat- 
ent flour daily at $4 90 per burrel, which 
will extend to Deeember. That grade of 
flour is now worth $7 per barrel, and 
the jobber 18 netting fully $2 per 
barrel more than he expected, and on 
each car let is reapinga profit of $250. Some 
jobbers, wever, are oversold and are bard 
pushed ti eet their contracts with bakers and 
retail traders. Wholesale dealers have advices 
from Western millers to sell only what they 
have in stock, and no prices will be made on 
flour to arrive. Bakers are reducing the amount 
of bread in each loaf in order to maintain their 
usual porn and this nay lend to. the sale ef 
bread by weight, asis advocated by some bakers. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 3.—There was con- 
siderable activity in the wheat market this 
morning. Buyer year closed yesterday afternuon 
at 17338 per cental. Tho first sale recorded this 
morning was at 1771. When it was found tnat 
the enthusiasm could not be maintained, sellers 
commenced to shade, and the decline was rapid 
with each succeeding sale until 173% was 
touched, when the market recovered a tritle, 
aud the session closed with sales of 800,000 
bushels at 174% percental. Prices continued 
irregular at the afternoon session of the call 
board, buyer yeur opened at 1744, advanced to 
175, and Closed at 173%. 

Detroit, Oct, 3.--[t has come to light 
here that J. W. Flynn, President of the Board 
of Trade and a prominent Democratic politi- 
clan, has eleared nearly $250,000 on the Chi- 
cago wheat corner. He began speculating on 
September wheat three months age, and since 
then has had his partner established in Obicago, 
Prior to this *“‘ strike” Mr. Flynn was not worth

1 wheat jumped whola cent at a time in 





rapid fluctuations. Ordinarily it moves along 


at about one-sixteenth of a eent at each change, 


and requires hours to make a difference of 1 
cent. Yesterday the prices fluctuated 4 cents 
in almost as many seconds. 

The excitement began with the opening of the 
doors of the Exchange and did not abate for a 
moment until after the close of the business 
hours at 2:15 P. M. Even after this a curbatone 
mevement was inaugurated, in which dozens of 
traders participated, and which, in spite of the 
rigid rules of the Exchange, kept up for nearly 


two hours. The corridors of the main floor of- 


the building were packed with curbstone traders 
and a lively business was done. During the 
business hours several millions of bushels of 
wheat, more ‘than has ever before been 
known, changed hands. The amount 
dealt in reaoned the figure of 40,000,- 
000 bushels. Of this amount about . 23,- 
000,000 busheis were of December and 
about 12,000,000 of May wheat. The fiuctua- 
tions were so violent that many of the most con- 
firmed bulls commenced to sell in order to take 
advantage of their own profits and to get rid of 


the anxiety caused by so excited a market. 
Commission houses found it extremely difficult 
to handle such an eLnormous business as they 
were called upon todo. So great bas the strain 
become that many of them have determined to 
go out of the business until the market becomes 
more settled. Several were said to have been 
badly squeezed while trying to get out with 
whole skins, : 

There was little disposition here to follow the 
Chicago market. At one time Chicago was a 
cent anda half higher than New-York, anda 
few moments later it was 3 cents under. Ordi- 
narily New-York prices are about 10 cents bigh- 
er than those ruling in Chicago. The heaviest 
and most determined seliing bere was done by 
toreign houses, andit was intimated yesterday 
thatif these prices continued for a few days 
longer wheat would be imported from Europe. 
The shorts showed a great eagerness to cover 
aud get outof the market. December wheat 
opened at $1 14 and seld as high as $1 18 0n a 
very disturbed market. The scale was runtwo 
or three times, and finally it closed: at $1 154. 
The closing tigures on Tuesday were $1 11, the 
opening on that day. being $1 O74, making a 
difference between the highest and lowest quo- 
tations during the two days of 7% cents. On 
the curbstone Tuesday, hewever, the price had 
been pushed up to $1 134. 

May opened yesterday at ts 1745. It dropped 
to $1 17, but almost immediately boundeu up 
again to $1 2049. After running up and down 
several times in sympathy with December, it 
closed at $1 1844. The curbstone business ham- 
mered the price down to $117142. The regular 
closing 
$1 14%, but the curbstone prices were on that 
day pushed up to $116. Advices from other 
places indieated very heavy buying throughout 
the entire West, and orders came in to New- 
York brokers from nearly all conceivable sources, 

Every one is afraid of October wheat, and cash 
trading is therefore very dull. It requires an 
enormous ameunt of money to carry Wheat over 
to December, the differences in prices amount- 
ing te over 4 cents per bushel. This has a 
strong tendency to frighten many commission 
men. October wheat opened yesterday at 
$1 1013. The highest point reached was $1 13%, 
but the closing prices were only $1 11%, against 
$1 07%, the- closing price on Tuesday. No. 2 
red spot wheat sold at $1 12 delivered, and No. 
score Spring brought the same figures in 
store. 

The excitement did not end with wheat by 
any means. The corn trade was very active, 
and a large business was done, amounting to 
upward of 4,000,000 pbusnels. The aetive 
mouths were November and December, there 
being very heavy buying on fresh orders, while 
free covering advaneed very sharply early in 
the day. The advance on the active months 
was from 3%, to 253 eenis. It reacted with 
wheat, and closed about 144 cents off from the 
highest price on both November and December, 
and November opened at 53% cents, sold down 
to 53, and up again to 5449, closing at 53. ‘he 
regular closing quotation on Tuesday was 517. 
December also opened at 53%, then went 
down to 52%, up again with November to 5444, 
and finaliy closed at 52%, against 517, the clos- 
ing quotation on Tuesday. Although great ex- 
citement ia felt in corn, as in wheat, business in 
that commodity was very weak ana dull at the 
curbstone session after the close of the business 
hours of the Exchange. 

There 1s some talk of levying heavy fines upon 
all who -have engaged in curbstone dealings 
after bisitess hours, the rules of the Exchange 
beiug very strict on this point. Three such ses- 
sions have been heid during the past four days, 
and each time the effect has been felt on the 
opening prices of the following day, so traders 
cure but little about any tine. The majority of 
the grain trade members are not in favor of 
carrying out the rules to the letter during such 
an excited market, however, and it is believed 
that no one is particularly anxious to lodge a 
formal complaint. 

There was a very active demand for flour, 
chiefiy on the part of the home trade. Prices 
are stlil advancing, each day adding from 10 to 
25 eents or more per barrel. Yesterday the aa- 
vance was from 15 to 25 cents over Tuesday, 
and in some canea $7 25 was paid for lines of 
the Minnesota patents. The lewest price for 
these brands was $7. City mills patents sold at 
$7 to $7 25 per barrel, and the fancy brands 
that sold Tuesday for $7 25 brought $7 50 yes- 
terday. Rye tlour yesterday became unpsually 
active and took its tirst important upward 
jump of 10 to 15 cents per barrel. Sales of rye 
flour footed up in the neighborhood of 2,000 
barrels, the trading ordinarily amounting to 
only about 500 barrels per day. Choice brands 
soid at $3 85 and fancy at $4 per barrel. 

As the curb dealings at Chicago on December 
wheat rallied at a very late hour to $1 141, it 
rose here to $1 16%, where it closed. 

All wheat clearings (through the Clearing 
House) were made here prouptly and smvothiy, 
and all calls for margins up to the very close 
were responded to without default. Late yester- 
day afternoon large houses aecided te accept no 
orders from any other than the most thoroughly 
responsible sources on either side of the deal en 
account of the enormous risk, 





FORAKER WAS DISAPPOINTING. 

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Oct. 3.—A political 
matinée was held in Hawes Opera House this 
afternoon with “Bloody Shirt” Foraker of 
Ohio as the chief actor. Dr. IL De Ver Warner 
was Chairman, and introduced the speaker. 
Gov. Foraker’s speech was the familiar attack 
on “free trade.” The audienee was disap- 
pointed by reason of the expectations formed 


regarding him. The virulence of the speaker 
induced P. T. Barnum to leave the platform as 
one of the Viee-Presidents. Dr. arner, who 
1@ President of the Young Men's Christian 
Association, was also made uncumfortable by 
the speaker’s vituperative tirade against tarilf. 
reform. Gov. Foraker’s speech was a disap- 
pointment in more ways than one, 





VALUABLE BONDS STOLEN.

The bonds were 
duly recorded and Mr. Coates placed them in his 


valise, which was in his room at the hotel in 
Jefferson City while he was at dinner, but not 
out of his‘sight at any other time. Upon his ar- 
rival in 8t. Louis, where he intended to dispose 
of the bonds, Mr. Coates discovered that 20 
5 per cent. funding bondsof the denomination of 
$1,000 each were wissing, their numbers being 
trum 20 to 29, inclusive, and dated Oct. 1, 1882, 
It is presumed that the bonds were stolen, as all 
etforts to locate them have failed.

TAMMANY MEN WERE SLY 


THEIR COUNTY OONVENTION 
TO BR HELD TO-MURROW. 
THEY WILL THUS BE ABLE TO NOMI- 
NATE A MAN FOR MAYOR 18 HOURS 

IN ADVANCE OF THEIR RIVALS. 

Politicians were livelier yesterday than 
they have been since the beginning of the talk 
about who should be the occupantof the Mayor- 
alty next term. ~Tammany had stirred them all 
up, and Mr. Croker premises to give them a 
genuine sensation next Friday night, greater 
than the one he gave’ them in 1886, when he 
walked into the County Democracy’s ranks and 
picked out Abram 8. Hewitt to be Tammany’s 
candidate for Mayor. Now he proposes to do 
something that shall dim his former candidate’s 
effulgence. He and his followers say they will 
put a new phase on the political situation, and 
once more disconcert Judge Power and his 
County Democracy supporters. What they did 
on Tuesday night certainly did annoy the Coun- 
ty Democrats and surprise everybody else yes- 
terday. 

The Executive Committee of Tammany Hall’s 
Committee en Organization met last Monday 
night and adjourned, ostensibly until Wednes- 
day night. But on Tuesday morning Mr. Croker 
and his associates learned that Mayor Hewitt 
would be renominated ata mass meeting of 
citizens to be held this evening, and that the 
County Democracy had advanced the date of 
their County Convention from next Tuesday to 
next Saturday for the purpose of renominating 
him also and of swelling the enthusiasm aroused 
by the action of the faoctiouless citizens, This 
gave the Tammany Hall men food for thought. 
All day Tuesday they conferred in groups in the 
County Clerk’s and Sheriff's offices, but when 
approached. by reporters were closer-mouthed 
than clams. They gave no hint that a meeting 
would be held in the cave of Tammany Hall in 
the evening and that atit all the things would 


be done that were appointed to be done at the 
mesting called for Wednesday night. If they 
had given the hint the reporters would have 
been on the scene and a political move of ex- 
treme interest would have been interfered with. 

But Mr. Croker and his 24counselorsdid meet 
on Tuesday night. Looking over the political 
situation they found that one night would in- 
tervene between the citizens’ mass meeting at 
Cooper Union and the County Democracy Con- 
vention at the same place for the same purpose. 
Here, then, was an opportunity to de something 
to lessen the joyful expectancy of the County 
Democracy. And the opportunity was taken 
advantage of. Tammany’s call for primaries 
and conventions was completed by the insertion 
of Thursday, Oct. 4, as the date for the prima- 
ries; Friday, Oct. 5, as the date for the County 
and Congressional Conventions; Thursday, Oct. 
18, for the Assembly District Conventions, 
and Monday, Oct. 22, tor the Aldermanic 
District Conventions. The delegates to ail 
the conventions will therefore be elected to- 
night, and the County and Congressional Uon- 
ventions will take place to-morrow night, about 
18 hours in advance of the County Democracy’s 
County Convention. This gives Tammany a 
long lead onjits rival. It will thus be enabled 
to present to the County Democracy candidates 
who must be considered at least by that organi- 
zeation’s representatives or else they will be put 
in the attitude of refusing to do anything to im- 
part a mere smiling look to the surface of the 
local political situation. 

But who will be Tammany’s nominees? To 
this question Messrs. Croker, Gilroy, Grant, 
Flack, and the few others who have the secret 
locked in their breasts make but one answer. 
It is: “ The convention will select them.” Mr. 
Grant added to this yesterday that he would 
positively not be a candidate for Mayor, an as- 
surance that will please Mr. Hewitt, who re- 
gards Sheriff Grant as a mere moutiupiece of 
Tammany, against whom it would be his duty 
torun. Mr. Gilroy likewise added something 
to the answer. The addition was: “ Tanimany 
will name for Mayor a man against whom 
nothing can be said.” The sensation of Friday 
night is expected to come when he is named. In 
the meantime everybody at all interested in the 
political situation is on the anxious seat ex- 
cepting the Tammany leaders. They smile as 
‘per assert that they hold the key to the situa- 
tion. 

None were more surprised by the action of 
Tammany Hall on Tuesday night than the 
County Democracy leaders, excepting the re- 
porters, who, having been led astray by the 
Tammany men on the previous day, were smil- 
ingly assured by them vesterday that Tammany 
Hall’s cave was’ kept open until late on Tues- 
day night, and that the Committee of Twenty- 
four sat there in hopeful expectancy of the ap- 
pearance of @ hewspaper man to whom they 
could tell all they had done so that it would be 
printed as news. No reporter appeared and 
they all went boime with their knowledge. A 
reporter of THE TiMes met four of them 
on their way home and not one ort- 
fered tv sbare their knowledge with him. 
They held it until yesterday, when the call 
for the primaries and conventions had to be 
published. It was advertised in one evening 
hewspaper, and thus the County Democracy 
men learned of it ten hours later than they 
would bave if the repurters had been confided 
in on Tuesday night. The manucwuvre was very 
pretty, and it worried the County Democrats. 
It induced them to hold a meeting of their Ex- 
ecutive Committee and talk about whut they 
should do. Whatgthey decided to do in detail 
they kept to themselves, but they allowed to 
filter eut the information that they haa finally 
prepared a ticket which would be presented te 
their cenvention on Saturday. The ticket is as 
follows: For Mayor, Abram 8. Hewitt; for 
Coanty Clerk, Henry Clausen; for Sheriff, 
Michael C#Murphy; for President of the Board 
of Aldermen, Cyrus O. Hubbell. Whether this 
will be so presented depends, in the minds of 
many politicians, on wiaut ‘Teummany does on 
Friday night. That is the dark secret puzzling 
every seeker after facts. 

A wore puzzled looking tot of politicians than 
crowded the Hoffman Heuse barroom and cor- 
ridors last night were never drawn together be- 
fore. Every one of them buttonhold every other 
one at same time during the night, and each un- 
burdened himself of a lot of things he had 
guessed. The favorite tale of the time was one 
that l'ammany’s ticket would be: For Mayor— 
P. Heury Dugro: for Sheriff—Patrick Divver; 
for County Clerk—James A. Flack. The oniy 
trouble with this was that if it were correct 
it would deprive Friday night’s conven- 
tion of all sensationalism. It would 
put startle anybody to have Judge Dugro pre- 
sented toa Tamimany convention. The founda- 
tion for the rumor was the faet that Judge 
Dugro and Richard Croker had a long talk in an 
upper room of the botel, and. the crowd guessed 
that Mr. Croker was endeavoring to persuade 
the Judge to accept the nomination he had sev- 
eral times said he would not accept. Judge 
Dugro said to a reporter of THE TIMEs, as he 
was leaving the hotel, “Iam not a candidate.” 

Other rumors that floated sround were that 
Tammany would nominate a ‘dark horse,’’ 
either J. Edward Simmons, Elbridge T. Gerry, 
“Sunset” Cox, Roswell P. Fiower, Andrew H. 
Green, or William R. Grace. But the most in- 
teresting explanation of thesituation was given 
by a Well-known Tammany Man who refused 
to allow his name to be used. He said: ‘“ Tam- 
many will show them something of interest in 
the game of volitics. The County Democraey 
have been crowding us by pushing forward 
Mr. Hewitt, a man whom we could not 
accept as our candidate. Now we will 
call them down. We will nominate 
on Friday night a man who must please Mr. 
Hewitt if he is willing to be pleased. The Coun- 
ty Democracy will have totake time to consider 
this man. If they do not they will appear be- 
fore the public as determined to make a breach 
between the lecal factions, and, if no union 
occurs, Will be chargeable with whatever harm 
comes to the national ticket in New-York. But, 
should our man be commended by Mr. Hewitt 
as fit to be Mayor, if heis not pledged to dis- 
tribute the ofiices to Tammuny alone, all 
will be well. He will be able to answer 
Mr. Hewitt’s query as to this. We shall 
not object to his answering. Some hotheads 
have said we would, but Mr, Croker has werely 
said that Temmany would put ups man who 
would not be pledged. So where is the barm of 
lettipg him answer Mr. Hewitt's inquiry? He 
will be a man who wii! challenge the admiration 
of Mr. Hewitt and the County Democracy if 
they are sincere in what-they say.” 

The assaults of the County Democracy on the 
position of the Purroy men were resumed yes- 
terday, when Street Cleaning Commissioner 
Coleman informed his deputy, Jacob Seabold, 
that his room was better than his cempany. Se 
Mr. Seabold departed from the depattment and 
went up town to take up his nightly tas of tig- 
uring out the number of votes the Purroyites 
represent and what consideration should be ex- 
acted from Tammany Hall for their support. 
When: the election is past Commissioner Purroy 
ls-expected to.provide Mr. Seabold with a new 
place in the Fire Department, if nothing better 
can be found for him elsewhere,

PROF. VAN DUSEN DECLARES 


CLEVELAND AND REFORM. 

NEw-BrRunNsWICK, N. J., Oct. 3. — The 
Democrats have had another important convert. 
Prof. Fred Van Dusen, the Vice-Principal of the 
public schools of the city, the head of the High 
School, and formerly editor of a Republican 
paper at Buffalo, N. Y., will vote for Cleveland 
this year. Mr. Van Dusen wavered in 1884. 


‘IT did not feel,” he said to a friend to-day, 
** that [ could vote for Blaine, and yet my sym- 
pathies were not with the Democrats, and I 
could not induce myself te vote for the party 
to which I had always been opposed. So I voted, 
as a compromise, tor 8t. John, hoping that at 
the end of four years my party would have re- 
sumed its old position so that [ coulda again give 
it my support. To-day I findit worse than ever.” 

“ And you will vote for Cleveland ?”’ 

“Yes, for Cleveland and tariff reform. I have 
never before voted a Democratic ticket, but in 
the past I have been influenceddirectly and 
fercibly by the most honored statesmen of the 
Republican Party to believe that a reduction of 
the tariff to a standard commenaurgte with 
the needs of an economical administration 
of the Government ia fast becoming a desirable 
and necessary thing. I bave been taught that 
Imight expect a reduction of the tariff reve- 
nues bythe Republican Party, and now that 
party turns upon its own platform declarations 
and cries free trade because anothef party has 
sought to do what it recommended and prom- 
ised should be.done. In short, the party has de- 
serted me; [ have not deserted the party.” 

Prof. Van Dusen has. not taken any open 
Stand in the eampaign. a3- his duties as head of 
the High School wou 'd make it very inadvisable 
for him to enter upon a discussion of political 
questions. He has merely decided to quietly 
cast his vote as his conscience dictates and to 
allow to others the complete privilege of doing 
the same.

AuGustTa, Ga., Oct, 3.—The election for 
Governor and State officers to-day passed off 
quietly. Gov. Gordon and the other officials 


were re-elected. The amendment to the Consti- 
tution increasing the number of Supreme Court 
Judges from three to five was adopted. A light 
vote was polled throughout the State. 


ATLANTA, Ga., Oct. 3.—The first return 
received to-night announced the election of the 
two independent candidates in Walton County, 
the home of ex-Gov. McDaniel, with the ex- 
Governor’s brother as the regular Democratic 
nominee. In Pickens County the Republicans 
carried the day, both for House and Senate. In 
Spalding County the negroes suddenly sprung a 
full State ticket with Bisbop H. M. Turner as 
the rival of Gov. Gordon. The sensation of the 
entire State, however, was the eanvass of the 
Rev. Sam Small for the State Senate. The 
Thirty-tifth Senatorial District embraces Atlanta, 
and is the stronghold of tne Prohibition 
people. In a@ heated primary the Hon. Frank 
Rice defeated ex-Judge ammond Ham- 
mond’s fyiends, instead of accepting the situa- 
tion, sulked, and when in this condition Sam 
Small swooped down and aunounced himseif 
as the candidate of the National Prohibition 
Party, the canvass which followed was full 
of unique features. Small indulged in philip- 
pics which recailed the campaigns of the late 
Purson Brownlow. In the election to-day Small 
received the votes of hundreds of bolting Dem- 
ccrats, but not enough to eleet him. Mr. W. 
H. Felton is among the notabilities returned 
to the Legislature, as.is also * Bill’ Glenn, 
the author of the notorious ‘‘Glenn bill.” The 
Censtitutional amendment providing for an in- 
crease of Supreme Court Judges from three to 
tive was defeated. According to indications 
to-night there are over 25 independents elected.

MONUMENTS AT GETTYSBURG. 

GETTYSBURG, Penn,, Oct. 3.—Three regi- 
ments dedicated monuments on this battlefield 
to-day. The Ninety-third Pennsylvania, from 
Lebanon, had its exercises at 1 o’clock at the 
memorial which stands at the northern end of 
the Valley of Death. Lieut. Guernsey made tho 
prayer, the Chaplain of the regiment, the Rev. 
J. O. Lane, delivered the oration and trans- 
ferred it to the Memorial Asseciation, and Sac- 
retary J. M. Krauth received it. This is the see- 
ond monument of this regiment, the former one 
having been removed. 

The One Hundred and Twenty-fifth and One 
Hundred and Twenty-sixth New-York Regi- 
ments held joint exercises, except that the 
Hon. Marti [. Townsend delivered an oration 
at the stone of the former. The order was: 
Prayer; statement of movements and losses of 
the regiments by Major Richardson; unveiling 
of the monuments by Mra.

THE KAISER IN AUSTRIA 


AN IMPERIAL WELCOME BY 


FRANCIS JOSEPH. 

VIENNA FILLED WITH WAVING FLAGS 
IN HONOR OF THE VISIT OF EMPEROR 
WILLIAM. 

Vienna, Oct. 3.—The Emperor of Ger- 
many arrived here this morning. Emperor 
Francis Joseph, attired in a Prussian uniform 
and wearing the decoration of the russian Or- 
der of the Black Eagle, received the Emperor at 
the railway station. Asthe train bearing the 
Kaiser drew intothe station, a band played 
“The Watch on the Rhine.” Emperor Francis 
Joseph raised his hand to his helmet in saiute, 
and advanced to the footboard of the car, where 
stood Emperor William cladin the uniform of 
the Austrian Infantry Regiment, of which he is 
honorary Colonel, and wearing the decoration 
of the Order of St. Stephen of Hungary and the 
collar of the Black Eagle. The sovereigns cor: 
dially embraced and kissed each other, and 


shook each other’s hands. During the exchange 
of greetings they remained with their hands 
clasped. Emperor William then advanced and 
shook hands with the Archdukes, who were also 
present, and gissed the Crewn Prince and Arch- 
dukes Charles Louis and Albert, while Emperor 
Francis Joseph shook hands with Count Herbert 
Bismarck and others of the Kaiser’s party. 

Emperor William passed-before the Guard of 
Honor and received various deputations. He 
shook hands with Gov. Possinger, Chief of Po- 
lice Krauss, and Burgomaster Uhl, who ex- 
pressed the pleasure ofthe city at the Kaiser’s 
visit. The Emperors left the station arm in 
arm, followed by the other visitors and those 
who had received them, and were driven to the 
Hofburg. A large crewd had gathered at the 
station and cheered enthusiastically as the two 
Emperors emerged from the station and drove 
away. 

The Imperial carriages made a triumphal 
pas through the streets to the Hofburg. 

he windows and baleonies of the heuses along 
the route were gayly decorated and were filled 
with ladies, who waved their handkerchiefs iu 
welcome of the Imperial visitor. Empress 
Elizabeth welcomed Emperor William in the 
Bellaria wing of the palxce, which will be occu- 
pied by him. After a couversation with the 
/£mprees and Crown Princess Stephanie, Em- 
peror William received visits frum a number of 
distinguished persons. 

The popular preparations for the reception of 
the German Emperor were on the grandest 
scale. The Mariahilferstrasse to the Hofburg 
was splendidly decorated. On many houses the 
German, Austrian, and Hungarian celors were 
flying. During the early morning a dense 
crowd gathered at the station and along the 
route to the Hofburg. Every window along the 
line to the Ringstrasse was occupied. The West- 
ern station, to which none but members of the 
imperial party were admitted, was bedecked 
with flowers. The waiting room was gorgeously 
decorated. 

The Kaiser-King of Prussia’s infantry reg 
iment furnished the guara oz honor. ‘Troops 
of all arms lined the route to the palace. Tue 
Tenth Hussars are acting as a guard of honor 
atthe Hofburg. Herr von Szechenyi, Minister 
of Agriculture and Commerce, and the other 
members of the Austrian Ministry, the Gover- 
nor, Burgomaster, Commander of the troops, 
and prominent German residents of the city 
were at the station. The members of the Diplo- 
matic Corps and the officers of the reserve and 
Landwehr were presented to Emperor William 
at tbe Hofburg. 

After visiting the German Embassy Emperor 
William took luncheon at the [Imperial Paiace 
and afterward visited the Acadamy of Educa- 
tion and Arts. In the afternvon he received 
Prince Philip of Coburg, the Bishop of Prague, 
and Herr Tisza, the Hungarian Pre:nier. In the 
evening a banquet to Emperor William was 
given by the Emperor and Empress of Austria, 
Among the guests were the Austrian Crown 
Prinee and Crown Princess, the Austrian Arch- 
dukes and Archduchesses, Prince and Princess 
Philip of Coburg, and Prince Henry of Reuss, 
the German Ambassador and his wife. To-mor- 
row Emperor William will receive the Austrian 
Military chiefs and the Foreign Minister. 

After the banquet a grand concert was given 
in the Rittersuai. Emperor William and Em- 

ress Elizabeth entered the hall arm im arr, 

cmperor Francis Joseph following with Crown 
Princess Stephanie. In the audience were many 
diplomats, military ofticers.and members of the 
aristocracy. In the intervals the two Emperors 
Wuikeu around and spoke to many in the andi- 
ence. Emperer William entered into an ani- 
mated conversation with Count Andrassy. At 
the conclusion of the cencert Emperor Will- 
lam personally thanked the artists. After the 
eoncert an imperial reception was held. Em- 
press Eliza’: ti conversed over half an hour 
with Counc Herbert Bismarck. 


THE FRENCH IMMIGRATION DECREE. 
Paris, Oct. 3.—The Temps declares that 
President Carnot’sdecree in regard to forelgners 
imtending to reside in France is impossible of 
execution, and that opposition will be raised to 
it in the Senate and the Chamber of Deputies. 
Concerning foreigners who propose to visit Paris 
at the time of the Exhibition the femps says 
they may rest assured that the decree wi!!l not 
be allowed to interfere with French courtesies. 
The Liberte says that the Ministry hesitates to 
approve the decree, and that it will be modified 
before it is presented to the Chambers. 
BERLIN, Oct. 3.—The decree issued by 
President Carnot relative to the residence of 
foreigners in France ts regarded here as a meas- 
ure in retaliation of the recent passport regula- 
tions adopted by the German Governwent.

Col. Daniel ha@ been identified with Jackson- 
ville for many years, and was foremost in every 
good and praiseworthy undertaking for ita 
prosperity and the welfare of the people. He is 
the third member of his law firm who dled 
since the epidemic began, the others being Col. 
iL. 1. Fleming, the senior member of the firm, 
and Judge J. N. Whitner, an attaché of the 
office. Col Daniel was about 53 years of age, 
and leaves a widow and geveral children. His 
funeral, which took place this afternoon, was 
followed by a iarge concourse of his fellew- 
citizens. All wbo were able to go went. The 
Beard of Trade rooms and other prominent 
buildings were draped in black, a queer sight in 
the midst of our fearful pestilence, 

The Rev. Dr. D. C. Barbour, Kector of the La 
Villa Episcopal Church, has also passed away to 
Ihe better world. 

Edwin Martin, editor of the morning paper, is 
very ill w-day, butit is hoped that to-morrow 
will bring a change. Dr. Van Hood, a visiting 
physician from Ocala, was taken with the fever 
jast night while in the performance of his duty. 
Dr. Sojlace Mitchell reports another unusual 
ease atthe Sanda Hills Hospital in the person of 
ieyensen, a milkman, who had the black vomit 
nine times. Thereis no doubt as te that, for it 
was saved each time and shown to the dector. 
This man is improving, and if no untoward cir- 
cumstanees occur be willget well, The treat- 
ent at that time was cocaine and champagne 
balf hourly. 

Every department in the work of relief has 
been brought to greater or less perfection ex- 
pepting the drug store department. All the 
irug stores in town are epen, but there are no 
aight clerks to take the places of the exhausted 
day clerk. The sick must either go without 
medicine or the clerks without rest ana sleep. 
The complaints in that direction are great, 

Some of the long-headed citizens of Jackson- 
ville are now looking forward to the coming 
Spring, which may find the city with fever 
germs ready to sprout and live again. It is 
difficult to conceive of any plan by which the 
stupendous work of entirely stamping out the 
disease can be successfully achieved, So many 
bouses and so much baggage and clothes are in- 
fected that it would seem impossible to kill out 
nil the germs. Still, itis likely that among the 
guardians of public health some plan will be 
formulated which will prevent the spread of 
the disease next vear, and which, by restor- 

contidence, will prevent the terrible 
panics that have of late done so much 
uainage to life ana property and to the 
comimergial interests of the country. The fast 
ripening orange crop also receives a full share 
of attention, especially as the strict quarantine 
threatens to makes trouble for the shippers. The 
proposition to establish a line of steamers be- 
tween Sanford aud Sayanunaiu for the purpose of 
marketing the ripeniug orange crop of Florida 
without the delay incident to the quarantine 
regulations bow in force is a most wise one and 
should receive the hearty and earnest com- 
menudation and support of all South Florida. 
The establishment ef a direct line of steamers 
‘between Sanford and Savannah will relieve this 
section of such portions of }ts orange crop as 
would be in condition to ship before 
quarantine restrictions are removed, and 
thus obviate the glutting of the market 
which would result from a holding of the entire 
crop until open transportation facilities are 
onee more available. A representative of the 
Debary line of steamers stated at a meeting 
hela at Sanford yesterday to further the pro- 
ject that lie could have a steamer ready to start 
ior Savannah within five hours after the time that 
permission was obtained from the health an- 
thorities for the establishment of the line. Reg- 
ular steamboat connection with Savannah will 
greatly aid in marketing theearlier portion of 
the orange crop of the southern sections, and 
will serve to partiaily solve that serious ques- 
tion of how to get the crop to market rapidly 
aud in good condition while the present 
transportation restrictions exist. There is a 
serious difficulty in the way of the scheme, how- 
aver, in the matter of obtaining tho consent of 
the city of Savannah and of the Northern steam- 
ship lines in that city to the receiving of car- 
goes of fruit from Florida for shipment to 
Northern points. If this can be overcome and 
the requisite. sonsent he obtained from the 
health autborities there seems to be no obstable 
in the way of the immediate establishment of 
the line, us the steamboat company appears to 
be ready to go to wore at once.

Prof. E. C. Friseh was re- 
ported as having feverthe otherday. It was 
not the Professor, but his baby boy of the same 
name. Mrs, J. K. Ingraham has taken a re- 
lapse and is again very ill _ to-day. 
Db. R. Baker, special correspondent of 
the Cincinnati Post, has so far  recoyv- 
ered from the fever as to enable him to 
leave for Camp Perry. Being a convalescent, 
Mr. Baker willonly be detained at the camp 
three days,and will then ge directly to his 
home in Cincinnati. By the way, now that the 
Lturee-day regulation in regard to convalescent 
yellow fever patients is in form, 1t is astonish- 
ing how many more cases of yellow fever have 
occurred over and above the reported cases’ If 
their names are not found on the books, they 
wust stay outtheir 10 days. and oh! what a 
hewi arises!

THE POPULAR POLITICIAN NARROWLY 
ESCAPES A TRIP ABROAD. : 
The Hon. John M. Wiley of Buffalo, one 
of the best known and-best ifked politicians in 
the State, was nominated as Congressman by 
the Democrats of the Thirty-third District in 
spite of a letter addressed by him to the con- 
vention forbidding the use of hisname, Next 
Saturday he was expeeted to give a final 
answer to the clamorous calis of his party.

back on the late mail boat Starr. Mr. Butler 
did come back, but Mr. Wiuley—well, when his 
companion last saw him he was still on. the 
Lahn, and it was said by marines thathe could 
not get off till he reached Southampton. In the 
évening his companion went to the theatre, be- 
moaning the expense Mr. Wiley would inevi- 
tably incur in cabling his letter of acceptance, 

About 10:45 P, M. Mt. Wiley walked into the 
Hotiman House. He said he had had a nice 
sail, but he was hungry—yes, and perhaps a 
little cold —and he wanted dinner. He had it, 
and felt better. He became vers sociable and 
told all about his adventure, hen Mr. Butler 
left the steamer Mr. Wiley was down below gal- 
lantly arranging the ladies’ baggage. Ten min- 
utes later he appeared on deck and learned 
of hie misfortune. “Perhaps we may he 
lueky enough to meeps a tug or a 
Pilot boat,” said the . Captain; ‘other- 
wise you will have to go to England.” Some 
miles off Sandy hook Pilet Buat No. 4 was 
sighted and was soon within hailing distance. 
They lowered a rope ladder for him to climb 
down tothe yawl. ‘“Ithought I would rather 
go te Europe than go down, the sea was heavy,’ 
he said. So Leg 4 tied a rope around his chest, 
and whenever the pilot boat came within reach 
the men tished for it and tried to hook it with 
the Thirty-third District candidate’s feet.

CinomnnaTi, Ohio, Oct. 3.—One of the 
pioneer Republicans of this State has addressed 
a letter of resignation to the Lincoln Club here 
which will be made public to-morrow. The 
writer is ex-Judge W. M. Dickson. He has here- 
tofore voted the Republican ticket, was ap- 
pointed Judge by Gov. Chase, was an elector 


for Lincoln in 1860, and at the seige of Cin- 
cinnati organized the Biack Brigade under ap- 
pointment by Gen. Lew Wallace, 

Mr. Dickson declares that heis proud of the 
Republiean Party’s past and can justly lay 
claim to @ share in the henor of its great 
achievements. But, he says, new conditions 
have arisen creating not indeed a new question, 
but making a very old one very urgent. The 
Republican Party, he argues, was not formed 
upon the tariff but upon a greater questien sub- 
ordinating that. Free-trade men like Chase 
gladly joined protectionists like Greeley in 
passing the Morrill bill, but upon the distinet 
pledge that after the war there should be a re- 
turn to lowerduties. This pledge hae not been 
kept. The war is over but the war tariff re- 
mains. The war tariff touches the poor man at 
many points, Itis itself untouched in spite of 
the teachings and warnings of Garfield and 
Arthur. The new principle of the Republican 
Party seeks to turn back the hand of time. Its 
capacity to wring trom the people, without 
complaint, countless millions commends it to 
the medixval absolutism of Bismarck. It plucks 
the most feathers with the least-ory. It divides 
the people into two great classes—those en- 
gaged and those not engaged in the production 
of the protected articles. The latter must pay 
a bounty to the former. 

Mr. Dickson points out the growth and devel- 
opment of ‘‘combines,” trusts, and syndicates. 
Commenting on the unequal distribution of 
wealth in this country, he says that the fingers 
may be plaeed on a hundred men who owna 
thousand millions of the fixed capital created 
within a quarter of acentury, It may be that 
the tariff 13 not responsibie for this condition.

Detroit, Mich., Oct. 3.—James G. Blaine 
addressed’ an enormous crowd in the Detroit 
Rink to-day, as many being unable to get inside 
the building as secured an entrance.

MR. CHAIRMAN AND FELLOW-CITIZENS:

And in England there had not beena veto by the 
Crown of actof Parliament since the Revolu- 
tion of 1688-200 years ago thie year. So it 
atrack the mass ef people in the colonies, accus- 
tomed as they were tu British law, thatto give the 
phd a ogee the right to veto any act of Congress, 
and to require the votes of two-thirds of the Senate 
and two-thiras of the House to override that veto, 
was to conter upon the President a most extraordi- 
nary power. lt gave him a power in the Senate aud 
the House equivalent to one-sixth of the whole 
legislative power of the Government. The aiffer- 
ence between a majority of one and a vote of two. 
thirds amounted to one-sixth of the whole pewer of 
Congress, 50 that one President to-day wields the 
legislative power of 13 Senators and 64 Representa- 
ot a when, in his executive capacity, he vetoes a 

ill, 

A power so extraordinary was naturally used 
with great eaution by our earlier Presidents. Gen. 
Washington in eight years used it twice. The first 
Adams never used it at all. Jefferson, considered 
very erroneously but still considered by the modern 
Demooracy as their great prototype, in eight years 
never used itatall. Madison in eight years used 
it three times. Monroe used it once,and John 
Quincy Adams never. So thatin the first 40 years 
of the National Government, measuring from Wash- 
ton to Jackson, from 17828 to 1829, the veto power 
had been usea only six times. Then came in the 

reat leader of the present Democratic Party as it 

as been organized for the last 60 years—Gen. An- 
drew Jackson. [Upon the mestion of Jackson’s 
name & number o Naps Democrats in a corner 
of the hall set up 9% yellof applause, to which Mr. 
Blaine replied:1 

Gen, Jackson was a man worthy of your eheers, 
because however his contemporaries or those who 
have succeeded him differed from him on certain 

at questions, they remember that the first efforts 
of the disunionists were strangled in the cradle by 
that grand old hero. 

In the next 40 years the veto was used 60 times, | 
and of these 60 over 50 of them were by Demooratio 
Presidents. [Applause.] So that the party which 
professes to be so intensely Democratic has been 
uniformly the one which resorted to the one man 

wer to thwart the popular will. Upto March 4, 

885, when the present President of the United 
States was inaugurated, the vetg power of the Gov- 
ernment had beoen used in all about 75 times; that 
was from 1789 to 1885, 100 years lacking four.

At this point the discordant element in the 
gallery, as if by concerted arrangement, rose 
with applause for Cleveland, which was imme-

Resuming, Mr. Blaine said: Mr. Cleveland in 
three and one half years has used the veto over 300 
times, (cheers and cries of “ Hear, hear,’’] or had 
when I left New-York the day before yesterday, 
and how many times he has used it since I do not 
know. (Cheers and laughter] And of those 
vetoes by President Cleveland have been used 206 
to preventa pitiful pension of $4 a month or $8 a 
month—a few, I believe, of $12 a month—to worn- 
down and starving soldiers of the United States, 

Cheers and cries of ‘‘Hear,hear.”] And heis the first 
resident of the United States that ever vetoed 
a bill tor the relief of a soldier that had offered his 
body to the cannon shot and shell of the enemy of 
his country. (Cheers.) I wish I had those vetoes 
here and had time to dwell upon them. They have 
all been issned in pamphiet form, and they furnish 
@ succinct exposition of the difference between the 
Republican and the Democratic Parties of to-day as 
to the manner of treating the soldiers of the Repub- 
lic. I commend it as one of the best political docu- 
ments in print. 

Mark you, Mr. Chairman, there was not in any 
one of these vetoes, I believe, a charge that the 
men to whom the Pane were to be given, had 
not been soldiers of the United ~ tates. here was 
not a oy uestion that the men who were to be 
relieved by the pension sought were in sore and 
pressing need of bread. There was not in any single 
case the slighiest question involved of the consti- 
tutional power of Congress to grant the pension. 
Every one of President Cleveland’s vetoes of pen- 
sion bills reads _ precise) as though they 
were the decisions of the Commissioner of 
Pensions for an application for a pension 
under existing law. e all know that from the 
foundation of the Government the general pension 
law provided for the general class of cases. We do 
our best by general law to reach all cases, but in 
generalizing there will arwere be found exceptions, 
and every one of those 206 that met a veto from the 
President came outside of generai law but not 
outside of the personal merit of the men who ap- 

lied for relief. [Applause.] Every case had been 

efore the committve of a Republican Senate. 
Every case had been before the committee of a 
Democratic House, and every case had been passed 
through a Republican Senate and a Democratic 


House. 

It would be hard to imagine more impartial legis- 
lation than that should renga and yet they met 
every time with the absolute yete of the President. 
Some of them, even out of their grimnesgs and out of 
their oruelty, had, I think, a spice of humor in them, 
I recall one—I wish I had it here to read now—in 
which the man had fallen victim to neuralgia of the 
most acute type, and to allay the pain he was in the 
habit of taking opiates.

The President and his Secretary of the 
Treasury have ameliorated the danger by giv- 
ing more than $60.V000,000 of it as a lean 
without interest to some national banks scattered 
all over the country; and this day and hour 
your money and mine, and the money of every citi- 
zen of the United States tothe amount of more than 
$60,000,000 is loaned without a cent of interest to 
certain national banks in this country, and, I con- 
tend, (altheugh I have not time at presentto go into 
that subject,) without a shadow of substantial right 
under the law. That $60,000,000 of money is secured 
to the Government by the men who borrow it de- 
positing bonds of the United States, and they are 
allowed to collect the interest from the coupons on 
those bonds and to retain at the same time the 1n- 
terest they can earn on the $60,000,000. Allowing 
that interest to be at the rate ef 5 percent., and 

do uot_think you or I could get much of 
it for less from those bankers, ([laughter,) 
there Is $3,000,000 gratuity given away by the 
President and the Secretary of the Nib of ina 
single year. Well, my friends, any of us conld get 
rich if the Government would favor us as it does 
those national banks. [Laughter.] I read this morn- 
ing that the Chairman of the Democratic National 
Committee, Mr. Brice, a very bright, quick, and 
able man, has a million of the surplus in his bank. 
(Laughter and applause.) Weil, thatis worth $50-000 
a year. Ifanything would tempt a man to be Chair- 
re of the Democratic National Committee I should 
think $50,000 wonld go a little way toward it. 
(Laughter. } ’ 

Still further, Mr, Che‘rman, when there was

TRUNK LINES PROTEST. 

The regular Wednesday meeting of Gen- 
eral Eastern Passenger Agents. of the trunk 
lines was held yesterday at Commissioner Pier- 
son’s office and a somewhat turbulent time 
ensued in reference to the carrying of military 
troops and other controllable business. About 
“18 months ago the New-York Central and Penn- 

sylvania Companies both agreed to withdraw 
altogether from competition for military com- 
panies, theatrical parties, squads of laborers, 
and other bodies which are controlled by the 
cheapness of the rates. They agreed to keep 
outof this business fora year and ahalf or 
longer if the other lines would adhere to all the 
terms of their agreements. A short time ago 
Rotice was given by both these lines that they 
would again compete for this business, and gave 
as a reason for so doing that the other 
trunk lines to whom differential rates had 

een accorded had not kept their agreements. 

t was charged that they nad been taxing regu- 
lar business at leas than agreed rates for a con- 
siderable period of time. This notice haa a 
rather disturbing effeet. Very shortiy after the 
notice had been given out by the New-York 
Central a passenger agent of that road tiekoted 
a party of 25 or 30 troops from New-York to 
Chicago at $16 50 each, this being $3 50 under 
the regular fare by tnat read and 50 oents less 
than the autherized rate of any otner line, Yes- 
terday representatives of al) other lines entered 
@ forimal protest against the Pennsylvania and 
New-York Central for entering into competition 
with them for this business, and coming at this 
time, when the ane gy business is in such a 
state of demoralization,it is believed by the rep- 
resentatives of Many lines that serious troubie 
will result. 


COTTON BUYERS COMPLAIN. 

NEW-ORLEANS, La., Oct. 3.—Some lead- 
ing cotton buyers of this city have laid before 
the Merchants’ Transportation Union facts they 
have learned showing the discrimination of 
steamship lines out of this port for New-York 
against local buyersin favor of country ship- 
pers. Therate from here to Boston points by 
steamship is56 cents per hundred, with com- 
pressing and insurance added, equal te about 14 
cents additional, making a total cost of 70 cents 
@ hundred. The Louisville, New-Orleans and 
Texas from Memphis gives a through rate to 
New-York via New-Orleans and the Southern 
Pacific steamship line of 5042 cents, which in- 
cludes compressing and the arbitrary from 
New-York to the Bosten points, The compress- 
ing being taken at 10 cents per hundred and the 
arbitrary af 13 cents per hundred makes 23 
cents, whica deducted from 5042 cents leaves 
2719 cents for the steamship company between 
here and New-York, against the advertised rate 
of 51 cents and compressing added. - 

Upon investigation the shippers found that 
40 per cent. of the 2719 cents gues to the rail- 
road company between here and Memphis, and 
60 per cent, tothe steamship company from 
here to New-York, or, in actual figures, about 
11 centsa hundred from Memphis here, and 
161g cents from here to New-York. They claim 
that this shows at a glance a most extraor- 
dinary discrimination, againat whieh no local 
buyer can pope te compete, It snould not be 
lost sight of that, while this directly affects the 
local buyers, it also operates disastrously on all 
classes of tabor engaged in the cotton business 
in thatit enables the interior buyer to pay se 
much more for cotton, and makes the interior

The Canada Atlantic’s cut excursion rate 
of $1, frem Ottawa to New-York and return, 
was laughed at as ridiculous by.

The Canadian Pacitic people de- 
clare that they will never touch the business at 
anything like such a rate, and the evidences are 
that the Canada Atlantic’s people themselves 
will not run another excursion at such figures.

KENTUCKY DEVELOPMENT. 
PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 3.—The Kentucky 
Construction Company, in which a number of 
Philadelphia capitalists are interested, has con- 
tracted with the Kentucky Midland Railroad 
Company to build 140 miles of railroad from 
Frankfort to Paintville and properly equip 1t 
The new read willrun through the blue-grass 
region of Kentucky and tap the most extensive 
coal and iron fields of Eastern Kentuoky. At 
Paintville the road will connect with the Nor- 
folk and Western, at Frankfort with the Louis- 
villeand Nashville, at Georgetown with the 
Cincinnati Southern. The Chesaneake and Ohio, 
and Kentucky, Central will be intersected and a 
short line nine miles long will be constructed 
from Paris to Hedges station to connect with 
the Kentucky Union Railroad. The Construc- 
tion Company has 600 men at work and is under 
contract to cemplete 87 miles of read within 
ene year from Oct. 1. The sompany accepts 
bonds of the railroad 1n payment, and it will be 
able to hoid on to the bounds without selling any 
partofthem. The intention is to complete and 
equip the entire line within a year and a half,

NOT JIN THE FIGHT. 

CuHicaGo, Oct. 3.—A meeting of the East- 
Bound Passenger Committee of the Central 
Traffic Association was held to-day at the office 
of Chairman Daniels to consider the trouble, 
growing outofthe rate-slashing contest at 8t 
Louis. The rate from the latter city to New- 
York is down to $6 50 by the Ohie and Missis- 
sippi Road, and those of the Vandalia, Bee Line, 
and Wabash are but little higher.

This 
firm has increased its “split order’ business so 
largely. of late that is is practically 
controlling the immigrant business among 
the Western lines, and it is said that 
an offort is .to be made to control 
that out of Castle Garden. Within the past two 
months they have sent thousands upon thou- 
sands of orders to Europe, which have been 
Placed in the hands of booking agents there, and 
now they are beginning to come in in large num- 
bers.

MARSAC NO LONGER A MAIDEN—GARRI- 
SON UNCORKS THE GOOD THING TEN 

DOY AND MAKES A SENSATION, 

It was bitterly cold at Jerome Park yes- 
terday afternoon. Every one in the city knew 
that it was going to be so, andfso ne one but 
the confirmed racegoers, and necessarily the 
betting portion of that lot, went to the track to 
speculate on the chances of the jockeys.

‘The big betting ring had plenty of room and 
to spare in it yesterday, and business was so 
light with the 72 bookmakers that several of 
them left their stands and, going dewn on the 
fioor, tried a hand at picking the winners in the 
books of their brother odds-layers. There was 
good business for about 25 bookmakers, very 


poor businesa for 72, and Mr. James E. Kelly, : 


who has charge of the betting privilege, was 
very shrewd in making the entire lot pay for 
their 11-day privilege in advance. If he hadn’t 
dene 80 some of the little fellows would prob- 
ably have abandoned their scheme of tempting 


fate at the close of yesterday’s meeting and left 
the traek, With better weather, howeyer, better 
business may be looked for, and every book- 

aker is anxiously waiting for Saturday and a 
big crowd with lots of money. “The Ghost 
from Brooklyn played havoc in the ring again 
yesterday, pocketing & good many yellow-backed 
thousand-dollar bills as the net results of his 
backing of Marsac, Yum Yum, Bronzomarte for 
a@ place, and Ten Doy. He was about the only 
successful pettor among the plungers, the rest 
of them lesing heavily as a rule, though Ben 
Ali Haggin is reputed to have made a snug little 
gum by playing Marsac, Yum Yum,and Ten 
Dey, and to bave dropped a bit over Bessie 
June in the race won s6 unexpectedly by Santa- 
Jene, the 12 to 1 chance winner, who was not 
packed by his ewners, Campbell & Hankins, be- 
cause they did not think him able to either stay 
the distance or baat Blue Wing over such & 
track as that was yesterday. 

The opening race for maidem 2-year-olds was 
peculiarly a race for cast-offs, Haggin furnish- 
ing three in it—Waheatch, Isis, and Bollair; the 
Appleby & Johnson Stable four—Artless, Var- 
fee, Bravo, and Altitude, and the Dwyer Broth- 
ers one—Passport.

THE AVA FLATS INCENDIARY 
IN A-TRAP. ~ 

The mystery which has surrounded the re- 
cent occurrence of several fires at the unfinished 
Ava flats, 11 East Tenth-street, belonging to 
James Dé Forest, was partially cleared up yester- 
day by the arrest of David Thomas, the watchman 
and janitor of the almost finished apartment 
house 9 East Tenth-street, a man of about 54 
years and of previous good reputation. A man 
named Walsh was employed as night. watch- 
man of the unfinished Ava flats. The first fire 
occurred in the Ava at about 11 o’clock on the 
night of Sept. 16; the second fire occurred at 
about 10:30 o’clock on the night of Sept. 24, 
and the third was discovered 20 minutes after 
the second one was extinguished. ; 

Acting Fire Marshal Frank made a full investi- 
gation and learned that in each instance the tire 
was diseovered by Watchman Thomas, who dis- 
played reat zeal in extinguishing the flames, 

t was this that convineed Fire Marshal Frank 
that Thomas was the incendiary. At his aug- 
| gestion Walsh, the watchman at the Ava flats 
was discharged, and William Willoughby, an 
old fireman, was employed in his plaee. He en- 
tered upon his duties on the night of Sept. 25, 
having been previously informed of the sus- 
spicious fires which had occurred in the building 
and instructed to make friends with Thomas 
and watoh him closely. 

Nothing suspieieus occurred until Tuesday 
night,w + at abeutll o’clook, Thomas invited 
Willoughby into a little room which he had fit- 
ted up as a sleeping apartment in the basement 
of 9 Kast Tenth-street. Willoughby accepted the 
invitation, and the men sat down in the room 
to hive a smoke. Scareely had they lighted 
their pipes When Thomas excused himself and 
begged Willoughby to remain there quietly until 
hissreturn. A few minutes later Willoughby 
followed him into a frent room on the second 
floor of the Ava There Willoughby saw him 
gather a pile of shavings and strike a match, 
As he was about to putithe lighted match to 
the shavings Willoughby appeared and asked 
him what he wos doing there. Thomas made 
him no answer, but rushed ont of the room and 
down stairs as fast as he could go, followed by 
wang: 

As Thomas was runring up the stoop of 9 
he stumbled.and fell into the unprotected area- 
way. He was stunned and helpless. An ambu- 
lance was summoned and the injured janitor 
was taken to Bellevue Hospital It was found 
there that three of his ribs were broken. Will- 
oughby reported the facts to the Fire Marshal, 
who took his statement in writing and under 
eath. The Fire Marshal placed Thomas under 
arrest, and he was remanded to the prison ward 
at the hospital. He denied that he had had 
apything to. do with the fires which had oc- 
curred at the Ava,- and said that Willoughby 
had made a false charge against him, 

As soon ag he is able to leave the hospital he 
will be arraigned before a police magistrate. 
Fire Marskal Frank = believes that Thomaa 
started the fires which he discovered and ex- 
tinguished so promptly in the hope that his 
zeal would be réwarded by his appointment as 
aed of both buildings.

THE RICE CROP DAMAGED. 

CoL_umMBIA, S, C., Oct. 3.—A new danger 
is now cenfronting the rice planters. June rice 
is now in the milk and a first-class frost, which 
ie threatened every night, would kill it. If 
frost does not come in a week, however, the 
rice will have time to mature. The heavy rains 
first crippled this crop and then came the fleoa, 


which severely hurtit. The loss, too, has been 
‘considerable in ripe rice from the frequent 
handling which was necessary to dry it out. 
Seme of it had to be handled three or four 
times) and every time it was handled there was 
aloss. Rice sprouted badly, and stacked rice 
hastliy harvested mow-burned and entailed a 
joss in the deterioration of the rice. Until the 
rice has been given to the millers the extent of 
the loss cannot be approximated, The planters, 
however, are positive that they will vot reap 
one-half the crop they expeeted before the rainy 
scason sets in.

LIGHT CROPS OF GRAIN. 

Orpway, Dakota, Oct. 3.—The Territori- 
al Statisticians’ report for Oct. 1 shows that 
crops are even lighter than was reported on 
Sept. 1. North Dakota suffered severely by the 
frost of Aug. 16, and what erain they have is 
Small, shrunken berfy, and not fit for milling 
purposes. They will be obliged to come south 


of the frest jins tu secure their seed, as itis 
doubiful if it be safe to suw that touched light 
ly by frest. 

Central Dakota has produced a fair crop and 
of geod milling quality. I'wo or thrée of the 
newer settled counties report good creps. 
South Dakota was badly injured by the hot 
weather in July, which hastened harvest fuliy 
10duys. Since harvest began little or no rain 
has fallen, which has enabled farmers to seeure 
the grain in good shape. All the grain thrashed 
so far. has been dry and in goed condition except 
where it has “ stack-burned” on account of be- 
Ing cut before being fully ripe and stacked be- 
tore being cured out. Very littie rys is 
raised in tbe Territory and 1168 used 
mestly for feed. Oata are a light crop, 
having rusted badly and also blighted some. 
Many places will have to ship in vats 
befure another crop, while other parts report 
u#smailsurplus. The bariey crop is light im 
common with other crops, but the quality gen- 
erally is good. The berry is not so plump as 
some other seasons, but the color is excellent. 
Owing te the ruling high prices, farmers are 
disposed to sell their grains as quickly as they 
can, and in many instances will sell themselves 
short of seed. 

From all parts of the Territory come reports 
of prairie fires, which have destroyed thousands 
ot acres of grain in the stack. Following is the 
reported average vield per acre: Wheat, 9% 
bushels; oats, 26 bushels; rye, 18 bushels; 
barley, 2045 bushels. ‘The average condition 
per acre is as follows: Buekwheat, 77; sorghum, 
67; potatoes, $0; sugarcane, 738.

GOV. HILL AT POUGHKEEPSIE. 


DISCUSSING THE TARIFF AND OTHER 


QUESTIONS. 

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Oct. 3.—The Opera 
House was crowded to-night, the occasion being 
@ campaign speech by Gov. Hill. The Governor 
contrasted this campaign and those of four, 
eigit, and twelve years ago. Referring to the 
war for the Union he styled it as an *“‘unpleas- 
ant controversy,” and said that three and a half 
years of Democratic rule had thoroughly paci- 
fied thecountry. This, the first fruit of a Demp- 
cratic Administration, may be charged te 
Grover Cieveland. 

Turning to the tariff Mr. Hill said that in the 
language of the President the Democratic Party 
has not entered into any crusade for free trade. 
There is not a Democratic statesman in the 
land but denies that the Democratic Party 
is committed to free trade, and there is nothing 
in the Democratio platform which will bear any 
sueh construction. Alluding to the Mulls bil:

Although there has been no citizens’ com- 
mittee formed and no attempt at organiza- 
tion, the meeting at the Cooper Union to- 
ight for the renomination of Mayor HEw- 
vr promises to be the largest and most 
oroughly representative that was ever 
1cld for the purpose of putting an inde- 
pendent eandidate in the field. It will also 
be the most completely non-partisan. In 
the meantime Tammany has made a move 
which will prove sagacious or otherwise 
according to the result. Its leaders have 
called its primaries for to-day and its 
County Convention for to-morrow night, 
thus forestalling the action of the County 
Democracy, which had determined on Sat- 
urday to give its indorsement to Mayor 
HEWITT asthe citizens’ candidate. There 
are two courses open to Tammany 
in carrying out the plan upon which it 
has entered. It may. be in advance of the 
County Democracy in accepting Mayor 
HEWITT as a candidate without pledges or 
obligations to its organization and merely 
as a man entitled to the support of all 
classes of citizens, or it may name another 
candidate in all respects unexceptionable 
with a view to giving the County Democ- 
racy the alternative of uniting in the nom- 
ination and inducing Mayor HEWwItTr to de- 
cline the candidacy altogether. We have 
no doubt that the former alternative would 
be more in the interest of good government 
for the city, as Mr. Hewitt has been 
tried and proved and his independence put 
beyond doubt, and also better politics for 
the Tammany organization and the Demo- 
cratic Party. 
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Twoadditionalreasonsforimputing to Mr. 
CHARLES A. DANA the authorship of the 
petition praying the President to help Gov. 
Hittin his canvass were revealed yester- 
day. The first was the extraordinary 
prominence with which the petition was 
treated in the columns of Mr. Dana’s paper, 
the Sun.

Atany rate, the pub- 
lication of the paper puts him in an ex- 
tremely mortifying position. He has been 
accused of varied malfeasance in office, of 
paying his campaign expenses out of fands 
wrongfully taken from the public Treasury, 
of demagogy, and of trickiness, and, what 
is worse for him, the accusations have been 
fortified with conclusive proofs, Fearing, 
with very good reason, that his character 
and candidacy will not prove acceptable to 
the people of the State, he begs the.

Mr. Dawna’s motives, of course, are not 
the same as Gov.

The enactment of the statute increasing 
the number of officers allowed to serve as 
Professors of Military Science and Tactics 
in universities and colleges has already led 
to additional details for this purpose, the 
object presumably being to make them 
available for as much as possible of the 
educational year just begun. The addition 
of ten army and ten navy officers to this 
force, as authorized by the act, appears to 
be judicious. Since the departments make 
these assignments only if the needs of the 
service permit, it may be assumed that such | 
details will not interfere with the ordinary 
military andnaval work. This being under- 
stood, itisclear that thousands of youths 
are every year instructed in military tactics 
without detriment and without additional 
cost to the Government. Some of them be- 
come teachers in their turn, and perhaps 
may carry on the same method of military 
instruction for the benefit of their own 
pupils. The Government is thus preparing a 
large number of young men yearly to per- 
form useful military service in case of a 
sudden call for a volunteer army. Some 
years ago a drawback to the system was 
discovered in the habit of assigning officers 
to schools not having the statute number of 
pupils, or in which the Faculty did not,prop- 
erly co-operate. Of course care should be 
taken to avoid repetitions of these mistakes. 

It is not at all probable that during the 
history of the world one limited assortment 
of untruths has been overworked to any- 
thing like the extent to which the “‘argu- 
ments” for the existing tariff have been em- 
ployed for the past two months. The latest 
device of the Republican National Commit- 
tee is the distribution among interested 
manufacturers of a million and a half of 
“pay envelopes,” in which the wages of 
workingmen are inclosed. The first famil- 
iar untruth is printed in large black letters 
under the blank left for the workingman’s 
name: ‘* A Question of Wages and Bread— 
The One Issue of this Campaign.” The 
second is like unto it: “Shall American 
Wages or English Wages Be Paid to Our 
On 
one of the flaps atthe back is inscribed, 
“*A; Tariff for Revenue Only’ means 
Free Trade,” and on the other, “FREE 
TRADE MEANS PAUPER WAGES’ OR 
No Work.” Of course these prop- 
ositions are all known to the persons 
who wrote them to be either untrue or 
irrelevant, but his trust and that of the 
committee which circulates them in the 
gullibility of the American workingman is 
unlimited. The use of these envelopes by 
employers comes very near the line of in- 
timidation if it does not cross that line. It 
is doubtful, however, whether the circula- 
tion of these envelopes ought to be dis- 
couraged. It seems to us that the impulse 
of a workingman who is also a voter upon 
receiving his wages with these admonitions 
would be one of resentment, and that even 
if he were inclined to believe the lies, he 
would be equally inclined to resent being 
told in this way how he should vote in 
order to secure high wages by the man 
whose interest is to pay him the lowest 
wages possible. Upon the whole, it is 
rather to be hoped that every workingman 
in the United States who is disposed to vote 
for HARRISON, may have a view of this 
envelope before election andan opportunity 
to reflect upon what it means. 














All the non-cofhmissioned officers, eleven 
in number, who were recently examined at 
FortressMonroe for appointment as Second 
Lieutenants in the army, successfully passed 
the ordeal, and have been recommended 
by the board. No doubt they will duly re- 
ceive their commissions, with assignments to 
vacancies as these may occur. For many 
years there has been an annual promotion 
of about this number of non-commissioned 
officers, and under the present law appoint- 
ments thus made, although they are to come 
after those of the graduates of the Military 
Academy, yet take precedence over appoint- 
ments from civil life. As a consequence, 
years have elapsed since civilians have been 
appointed to the line of the army, although 
formerly such appointments were frequent, 
It is clearly right that preference over them 
should be given to men who have enlisted 
in the ranks and worked their way up, 
while the system of examinations is a guar- 
antee that the successful candidates are 
qualified for promotion. As an inducement 
for young men of intelligence and good 
habits to enlist in the army, this system of 
annual promotions must be of value, espe- 
cially since only two years’ service is re- 
quired before competing for a commission. 

AES NE NO PLE CLUS RA ES RR 

Great Britain, waking up to French ac- 
tivity and German aggressiveness in tho 
South Seas, has concluded to take definitely 
under her protection the Hervey group, 
oftener called the Cook Islands, after the 
famous navigator who visited them some- 
what more than a century ago. They lie 
about midway between the Society and the 
Friendly Islands, just north of tho Tropic 
of Capricorn, and in longitude about 158° 
west. A famous scene of the labors of mis- 





gioparies, by whom most of the natives 


have been converted to Christianity, the 
group comprises, besides many small isl- 
ands, the comparatively larger ones of 
Raratonga, Mangaia, Atioo, and Hervey, on 
the first of which is a British consulate. 
There may be 8,000 or more people on these 
islands, and the products are those usually 
found in Polynesia; but the group as a 
whole is of rather minor importance. The 
understanding between Germany and Great 
Britain as to insular possessions in this part 
of the globe would yield them to the lat- 
ter’s fold, and the formal establishment of a 
British protectorate over them is not likely 
to be called in question. 


TRE REPUBLICAN TARIFF BILL. 

Flying in the face of the national plat- 
form, which declared that there should be 
no change in the tariff except toward pro- 
hibitory duties or the reduction or repeal 
of duties on articles not luxuries that can- 
not be produced in this country, the Re- 
publicans of the Senate have presented a 
bill that practically cuts the sugar duty in 
two, adds a few important articles to the 
free list, and makes a number of compli- 
cated and incomprehensible changes in 
classification and in the character of the 
duties levied. The presentation of the bill 
is a direct and sweeping condemnation of 
the platform. Its reduction of the sugar 
duties is the surrender of the principle 
of the protective tariff. The amount 
of reduction of the revenue, which 
with the internal tax reductions is claimed 
by its authers to be about $75,000,000, isa 
complete denial of the statement so re- 
cently and so emphatically made that there 
will be no surplus next year. And while 
these statements are literally and obvi- 
ously true of the bill; the details of it are 
marked throughout by that subtle and 
tricky favoritism, to special interests that 
has for years put miliions of dollars into 
the pockets of a small, wealthy, and pow- 
erful privileged class by provisions the full 
effect of which cannot be readily detected. 
It would be clearly a useless task to analyze 
the Senate bill asif it were a measure of 
intended legislation, since there is no hope 
and no intention of passing it, and yet our 
readers will be interested in so much of an 
analysis of it as will serve to show its real 
character, the motives that have inspired 
its preparation, and the evasive and hypo- 
critical methods that have been pursued in 
framing it, as they have. been pursued in 
every tariff measure enacted or proposed 
by Republicans for the last fifteen years at 
least. 

About the only portion of the bill that 
can lay any claim to be an honest effort at 
a reform of the tariff abuses is the exten- 
sion of the free list. Among a number of 
insignificant additions to this list the fol- 
lowing are really meritorious: The repeal 
of the duty on bristles, new 15 centsa 
pound, equal to 15 per cent. on importations 
of some $1,100,000; on feathers, now 25 
per cent. on about $1,000,000; on jute, (20 
per cent.) jute butts, $5 per ton, or 19 per 
cent., manila and ramie, $25 per ton, 21 
per cent., sisal grass, $15 per ton, or 15 per 
cent., (the duties on these amounting in all 
to some $1,600,000;) and on molasses under 
56° polariscope, the duty being now 28 per 
cent., (4 cents per gallon,) and yielding 
about $1,500,000. The surrender of the 
long-maintained and obstinate attempt to 
foster’ the jute product in the United 
States is, like the reduction in sugar, an 
abandonment of the principle of protec- 
tion, and, like that also, is due to the fact 
that the interest fostered is in a hopelessly 
Democratic section of the country, and a 
like comment is suggested by the repeal of 
the duty on the lower grades of molasses, 
With these provisions, commendable if in- 
consistent, there is a curious item of the 
repeal of the duty of $10 per pound on 
opium for smoking, equal to 110 per cent., 
and yielding some $550,000. To what this 
is due we cannot imagine, and we should 
say it would be received with approval 
only by the hated Chinaman. 

When we come to the changes in the pro- 
visions of, the tariff left in force it is 
obvious that the most important, as well as" 
those most inconsistent with the principle 
of reform partially adopted in the free list 
and in the reduction on sugar, are the in- 
creased duties on wool and woolens. Here 
the protectionist proclivities of the Senators 
come out strong, though not strong enough 
to suit the veteran claimant, Mr. SHERMAN. 
There is a considerable increase proposed in 
all classes of wools. On wools of the first 
class, (clothing wools,) the great mass of 
imports, some 23,000,000 pounds, are now 
taxed 10 cents a pound, equal to 55 per 
cent. The tax is advanced to 11 cents per 
pound, adding $230,000 to the revenue and 
10 per cent. to the cost. On 9,500,000 
pounds of wools of the second class (comb- 
ing or worsted wools) there _ is 
now collected 10 cents a pound, or 
43 per cent.; the tax is. increased 
to 11 cents, or $95,000. Wools of the third 
class (carpet wools) costing more than 12 
cents per pound are advanced from 5 cents 
to 6 cents. Theimperts are about 20,000,- 
000 pounds, and the advance in the duty is 
20 per cent., increasing the revenue $200,- 
000. On “wastes” the duty is advanced 
from 10 cents to 30 cents. Itis difficult to 
say exactly how much of the present im- 
ports this covers; if the whole, amounting 
to 5,000,000 pounds, then the increase in 
‘the revenue would be $1,000,000. We thus 
have an increase of duties on an important 
material of manufacture of at least $1,525,- 
000, and possibly of $2,500,000. And with 
this atrocious weight added to duties now 
yielding only from $5,000,000 to $6,000,- 
000, the insatiable Ohio Senator is not 
satisfied, but “‘hopes against hope” that 
the industry and commerce of the country 
will be still more heavily burdened. 

On woolen goods there is also proposed a 
grievous addition of duty, falling, as Re- 
publican burdens generally do fail, most 
heavily on those used by the less wealthy 
classes. Thus on all weolen cloths and 
_shawls valued at between 40 cents and 60 
cents a pound there is added a tax of 5 per 
cent. ad valorem; between 60 cents and 80 
cents, 5 cents a poundand 5 per cent. ad 
valorem; above 80 cents a pound 5 cents a 
pound is added. Of these cloths and,shawis 
we import about $10,500,000 worth. By 
a cruelly ingenious grouping the tax on al 








| flannels, blankets, and hats of wool valued | 


at between 60 cents and 80 cents a pound 
is increased 16 cents a pound and 5 per 
cent. ad valorem, while the tax on these 
articles costing above 80 centsis only ad- 
vanced 5 cents a pound, In the same 
spirit and with the same tender regard for 
the wearers of fine goods and the same 
greedy spirit toward those who can 
afford only the coarser goods, women’s 
and children’s dress goods valued at not 
over 15 cents per square yard are taxed 20 
cents more a pound and 14 per cent. more 
in the ad valorem rate. On like goods con- 
taining silk, very generally used in the 
cheaper grades, the specific tax is increased 
by 120 per cent. (from 5 cents to 11 cents) 
and the ad valorem tax by 14 per cent, 
(from 35 per cent, to 40 percent.) By an- 
other grouping, equally ingenious and even 
more cruel, an added tax is levied on knit 
goods valued at less than 30 cents a 
pound of 30 cents a pound and 10 per cent. 
ad valorem, and on knit goods valued be- 
tween 30 cents and 40 cents a pound an 
added tax of 28 centsa pound and 5 per 
cent. ad valorem, and so on. 

We will not now ask our readers to 
follow this analysis further. It yields its 
most significant results in the wool and 
and woolen schedules, though there are 
striking facts connected with some of the 
others.. We will only call attention now to 
the fact that the reduction on sugars is least 
on the higher grades that come in direct 
competition with refined sugars, and leaves 
the great Sugar Trust unharmed; that the 
reduction on structural iron and steel is 
only 12 per cent., leaving the duty still 
90 per cent., and prohibiting all serious 
competition with the Beam Trust; and 
generally, while this Republican bill in 
its free list and its reduction of the 
sugar tax gives up the protection prin- 
ciple, in the other parts of the bill it is 
adhered to with more than usual arbi-_ 
trary favoritism for the rich and indiffer- 
ence to the poor. 





THE AUSTRALIAN TARIFF EXPERI- 
MENT. 

Thesummary printed in yesterday’s TIMES 
of an article in the Nineteenth Century mag- 
azine, showing the experience of the two 
Australian colonies of Victoria and New 
South Wales under different tariff systems, 
will repay careful study. This experience 
is a very interesting object lesson on the 
subject of tariff legislation, and far more in- 
teresting for this country than for any 
other, because the industrial and commer- 
cial conditions of Australia are not unlike 
those of the United States in their relation 
to those of older and more fully developed 
lands, 

The two colonies began together under a 
moderate revenue tariff. In 1866 Victoria 
adopted the protective policy for the pur- 
pose of stimulating and building up her in- 
dustries, and New South Wales kept on in 
the old way and braved the destruction 
and ruin which free trade is said to bring 
to such a country. What is theresult after 
an experiment of more than twenty years? 
At the beginning Victoria was the more 
populous and wealthy colony. Its popula- 
tion in 1866 was 636,982, and in 1886 1t 
was 1,033,052, an increase of 62 per cent. 
In the same period the population of New 
South Wales rose from 431,412 to 1,030,- 
762, an advance of 129 per cent. A more 
striking change, in view of the effect of in- 
dustrial conditions on the working force 
of a country, is. found in the fact 
that in the ten years from 1871 
to 1881 the number of males be- 
tween the ages of 25 and 45 decreased 
from 135,413 to 99,497 in Victoria and in- 
creased from 83,275 to 115,991 in New 
South Wales. But what had been the ef- 
fect upon the accumulation of property 
from the products of labor? The total 
valuation in protected Victoria was at the 
last enumeration £116,283,570, or £198 
per capita, while that of the “ free-trade” 
colony was £197,028,429, or £241 per 
capita. This was five years ago. Wages 
have constantly ruled higher in New South 
Wales and the standard of consumption has 
been higher among workingmen, notwith- 
standing the constant accessions to the 
ranks of labor from the other colony. The 
revenues of New South Wales have out- 
stripped those of Victoria in amdunt, 
though only about half as much is derived 
from duties on foreign goods, and none of 
these are laid with a view to fostering par- 
ticular industries. 

The imports and exports of the ‘‘free- 
trade” colony have increased much more 
rapidly‘than those of the protected colony 
and far,outstripped them in volume. This 
shows that she has produced more to 
sell abroad as well as bought more 
abroad. Her shipping interests have ad- 
vanced in a like ratio, and in 1885 her ton- 
nage was nearly a million tonsin excess of 
that of Victoria, All the evidences of com- 
mercial activity, as the number of letters 
and telegrams sent, show a corresponding 
increase. But, of course, home manufact- 
ures have languished in New South Wales 
and flourished in Victoria! ‘‘On the con- 
trary, quite the reverse.” Starting far be- 
hind in 1866 the “free-trade” colony has 
now 3,612 manufacturing establishments 
to 2,813 for the sister colony, and the 
value of the “plant” is greater by nearly 
one-fourth. In connection with all this 
there is another very significant fact. There 
is practically no agitation in New South 
Wales for a change in the tariff policy, 
while in Victoria there is great dissatis- 
faction, but it is a curious illustration 
of the effect of the protection delu- 
sion that the demand is for more 
protection. Those whose capital is 
involved in protected industries which re- 
fuse to flourish are clamoring for higher 
duties to save them from ruinous competi- 
tion and preserve the home market to them. 
It is easy to see, in the light of the pros- 
perity of New South Wales, that this would 
be bad for the colony, its workingmen, and 
the mass of its people, though it might be 
profitable for the capitalists if they were 
helped to monopolize the domestic market 
for their goods at high prices. 

This Australian oxperiment should be 
pondered by our people. The advocates 
and defenders of a perpetual high tariff 
should be called upon to explain, its results 
and make them conform soméhow to their 
theories and claims, To a mind that rea- 





sons,’ free from prejudice, delusion, or 
partisan bias, itis all simple erough. To 
raise the cost of raw materials and hamper 
exchanges, to reduce the value of the 
products of labor by putting a tax upon 
that for which they must be exchanged, 
thereby raising its price and decreasing the 
amount that can be obtained by the ex- 
change, can by no _ possibility. pro- 
mote general prosperity. The burden may 
be so adjusted as to stimulate special indus- 
tries, but it will be at the expense of the 
rest, and it will still be a burden. Nothing 
but the vast extent ‘and variety ef the in- 
ternal interests of this country has enabled 
it to bear the handicap of the tariff tram- 
mels as it has, but without them its indus- 
trial and commercial vigor and pregress 
would be greater than it is. All thatis asked 
now is an unloosing of the bonds where they 
are tightest and most obstructive to the life 
blood of industry and trade. 


A QUESTION OF SAFETY. 

An interesting and timely letter from 
Capt. HowarpD PATTERSON, published in 
another column, calls attention to a matter 
which affects directly a large part of the 
traveling public. The fact that the Treas- 
ury laws do not require second and tWird 
officers aboard steamships to furnish to the 
local Board of Inspectors: satisfactory evi- 
dence that they are competent to discharge 
the duties of their posts will be surpris- 
ing, if not startling, to ocean voyagers. 
Captains and first mates are compelled to 
pass a rigid examination in seamanship, 
navigation, the rules of the road, and simi- 
lar matters, before they can obtain a 
license to ship as masters or first officers. 
The second and third mates are not required 
to furnish any better evidence of their abil- 
ity than their own statements, 

If these officers never had command of a 
ship there might be no objection to this. 
But as all observant. persons know who 
have made ocean voyages, second mates per- 
form regular tours of duty as officers of the 
deck. They are during that time in com- 
mand of the vessel, and are forced to per- 
form the same duties as fall to the lot of 
Captains and first mates. If, therfore, in 
the event of the steamer’s meeting another 
vessel, the second or third officer is not 
thoroughly acquainted with the rules of 
the road and the engine room signals, or if 
he should chance to be color blind, a col- 
lision is only too probable. 

Capt. PATTERSON also points out the fact 
that these officers are not required to give 
proof of skill as navigators. Let us sup- 
pose that the Captain and first mate are 
washed overboard and lost—a not improba- 
ble occurrence—then the serious problem of 
getting the ship safely into port arises. If 
the second or third mate cannot navigate 
the vessel the passengers are in extreme 
peril. Capt. PATTERSON demands that the 
subordinate officers should be acquainted 
with the methods of correcting compass 
error, chart sailing, and the meridian obser- 
vation of the sun. Although, from his 
training as a naval officer, he should speak 
with authority, it will strike most persons 
that hisdemands are modest. He should 
certainly have added as additional require- 
ments a thorough knewledge of dead reck- 
oning and the standard Aethod ef ascer- 
taining the longitude by chronometer 
sights. 

This is‘ a matter which concerns the 
security of human life, and the only won- 
der is that it has not been taken up by 
some competent person sooner. One has 
only to recall the frequency with which 
the statement occurs in accounts of disas- 
ters at sea that the vessel at the time was 
in charge of the second or third officer to 
realize what a grave necessity exists for a 
revision of the law. 

“LEGITIMATE METHODS.” 

Some of our contemporaries have been 
led by the exigencies of the present polit- 
ical campaign to use curious arguments in 
defense of rings and monopolies. Speaking 
of the American copper mining companies 
that have conspired with foreign specu- 
lators to compel the payment of monopoly 
prices by consumers in this country the 
New-Haven Palladium says: 

“They [the copper mining companies] have 
valuable properties developed and made profit- 
able by the spending of millions of money, in 
doing which they have incurred great pecuniary 
risks, They pay the current rate of wages, be- 
sides ether legitimate expenses, and the profits 
are distributed among their stockholders. The 
abuse of men and corporations who are suecess- 


Sul by legitimate methods 1s simply in aceordance 
with the spirit ef Anarchism and Communism.” 

Legitimate methods? It is not by legiti- 
mate methods that the copper mining com- 
panies are obtaining enormous profits. And 
itis for that reason that the exaction of 
these great profits is opposed. 

Such methods.as are used by the companies 
have frequently been declared te be illegal 
by our courts. The companies entered into 
contracts with certain French capitalists 
to sell to them their entire product for a 
term of years at a fixed price, knowing that 
the other copper mines of the world had 
done the same or had agreed so to do, and 
knowing that it was the purpose of the 
buyers to create a monopoly. They have 
done what the salt manufacturers in Ohio 
did about ten yeats ago. These manu- 
facturers agreed to sell all their product to 
an association. The purpose of the scheme 
was that the association should sell to the 
public, and that in this way competition 
should be prevented. One of the contracts 
or agreements was brought into court, and 
there it was held that the combination was 
void. Thecourt said: ~ 

** Publie policy unquestionably favors compe- 
tition in trade, to the end that its commodities 
may be afforded to the consumer as cheaply as 
possible, and is opposed to monopolies which 
tend to advance market prices, to the injury of 
the géneral public, * * * The clear tendency 
of such an agreement is to establish a monopoly 
and to destroy. compotition in trade, and for 
that reason, on grounds of public policy, courts 
will not aid in itsenforcement. Itis no answer 
to say that competition in the salt trade was 
notin fact destreyed or that the price of the 
commodity was not unreasonably advanced. 
Courts will not stop to inquire as to the degree 
of inquiry inflicted on the public; it is enough 
to know that the inevitable tendency of such 
contracts is injurious to the public.” (Central 
Ohio Salt Company vs, Guthrie.) ‘ 


About the year 1860 a similar combina- 
tion was made by salé manufacturers in 
this State. The product of each was to be 











| sold to a corporation. The courts decided 


that the combination and the contracts 
were illegal. The following is taken from 
the decision: 


“This cours has held repeatedly that the 
purposes whieh were attempted to be aceom- 
plished threugh the corporation were illegal. 
The end to be attained being illegal, the con- 
tracts or agreements entered into to secure the 
end must be equally so.” (Clancy vs. Onendaga 
Fine Salt Company.) 


In the case of a similar combination made 
by means of contracts entered iuto by certain 
Pennsylvania coal companies, about the 
year 1870, the Pennsylvania courts held 
not enly that the combination was illegal, 
but also that it was a conspiracy. In an- 
other coal case the court, this time in New- 
York, decided that both the combination 
and the contracts by means of which it had 
been made were illegal. These are a few 
examples, Many additional decisions might 
be cited. 

The methods by which the copper min- 
ing companies are accumulating enormous 
profits are not “legitimate.” They are ille- 
gal under the decisions of the courts in 
many States. They are illegal under the 
French law, which the French Syndieate 
has undertaken to evade by using a copper 
manufacturing company as a cover for its 
operations. And it is by these illegal 
methods that the Calumet and Hecla and 
Tamarack Companies, for example, are 
compelling consumers ef copper in this 
country to pay 161, cents a pound for 
copper that is produced and laid down in 
this city for less than 61, cents. It is by 
these illegal methods that the Calumet and 
Hecla—which has paid about $30,000,000 
in dividends upon a capital of $2,500,000 
and whose stock is selling at nearly ten 
times its par value—is now taking profits 
which, in the reported opinion of: ex-Con- 
gressman JAY A. HUBBELL, will considera- 
bly exceed 100 per cent. a year. 

Adverse criticism of such methods and 
opposition to them are not “in accordance 
with the spirit of Anarchism and Commu- 
nism.” But the unrestrained growth of such 
combinations and conspiracies is regarded 
by Socialists with more or less favor, on the 
ground that, as one of them has said, they 
will hasten the coming of the day when 
“private eontrol will have to give way to 
public control along the whole line,” 


ROYAL PROGRESSES. 

Itis to be hoped that the State journeys 
of the Emperor of Germany may have a 
political influence equal in degree to that 
which he himself. evidently attaches to 
them, but very different in kind. There 
are doubtless many persons in Germany and 
in Austria who find a gratification in read- 
ing that the Emperor of Germany, dressed 
in Austrian soldier clothes and wearing 
Austrian decorations, dismounted from his 
car in Vienna, where he was welcomed by 
the Emperor of Austria, wearing Prussian 
soldier clothes and Prussian decorations, 
and who ascribe a serious international 
importance to such, a demonstration of 
how “thick” the HapsspurGs and the 
HOHENZOLLERNS have become. These per- 
sons, it is to be suppesed, are mostly of 
the female sex or of immature years. Adult 
male residents of civilized countries must 
find the chronicle very tiresome. The 
young Emperor is evidently determined to 
do his duty by his cousins and his great 
and good friends at any cost in uniforms 
and traveling expenses. He has already 
appeared at St. Petersburg in Russian sol- 
dier clothes, and demonstrated the intimacy 
of the RoMANOFFS and the HoHENZOL- 
LERNS, and he apparently intends to leave 
the imperial pasteboard upon every head of 
a reigning family in Europe with whom he 
is or desires to be on terms of civility. 

Luckily for them London and Paris are 
likely to be exempted from this attention; 
the former because the Emperor’s fondness 
for his royal colleagues does not extend to 
his mother or his grandmother; the latter 
because his reception in Paris would not be 
likely to please him. Butin anycase there 
could not be more than a pretense in either 
capital that the visit cemented an interna- 
tional alliance. Queen VICTORIA may like 
to fancy that her personal preferences influ- 
ence the fortunes of England; and so indi- 
rectly they do to a much greater extent 
than they ought to do; but it is strictly an 
influence and not a control that she exer- 
cises. The visit to England of the Emperor 
of the French and his Empress was ex- 
pected by the former to yield much more im- 
portant political results than it was made to 
yield. If the German Emperor were on 
good terms with the royal family of Eng- 
land, English sentiment toward Germany 
would not be altered in the least, nor would 
Parliament be any more or less likely to 
take sides with Germany in case of a gen- 
eral European war. In France there is, 
happily, under the republic nobody with 
whom there can be even a pretense, as there 
can in England, of an “alliance” in the 
dynastic sexse. There is nobody who is 
authorized even to take the airs of a mon- 
arch, 

This is all the better for France and Eng- 
land because, in so far as these royal prog- 
resses and friendships have any influence 
at all upon the course of politics, that influ- 
ence is hurtful. In the first place, with peo- 
ple whose sense of their own importance is 
so steadily stimulated from -childhood as 
that of hereditary monarchs the chances 
are rather more than even that they will 
detect a want of respect in the procedures of 
their hosts or guests, and will feel slighted 
by some defect in even the most ungrudging 
hospitality. The feeling thus excited will 
be apt to rankle when everything else 
about the occasion which called it out is 
forgotten and to induce its subject to be- 
tray his resentment at the expense of the 
nation of which he is the ruler. In the sec- 
ond place, it is eminently undesirable that 
national interests should be subordinat- 
ed to or in any wise confused with the 
social relations of the people who happen 
to be in charge of them. This is a peril from 
which our form of Government protects us 
even more than our remoteness. There is 
not the least danger in the world that we 
shall be inveigled into an unjust war or be- 
trayed into ashameful peace because the 
President of the United States thinks the 
ruler of any foreign country or his repre- 
sentative a particularly good fellow. The 
question whether we shall go to war or not 











| is determined, as it is determined for the 


British, and now for the Frexeh, by the 
judgment ef the mass of people whe have 
not met the grateful and ingratiating per: 
son, and who neither know norcare about 
him. Even if we were in a position te yo 
into the flummery in which the German 
Emperor is engaged it would have no polit- 
ical consequences, and it is much more 
mischievous when it is liable to entail 
serious consequences than when it is recog- 
nized as mere flummery, 

Meanwhile itis to be‘heped that adult 
male Germans are pretty well disgusted Ly 
the procedures of the young Emperor, in 
which they can see so clearly to what the 
whole business of dynastic polities amounts, 
It was concealed during the time of the old 
Emperor by the fact that he was an old 
man and a popular man, who had done the 
State great service, and there was a general 
feeling that if he liked to play soldier in 
time of peace he was entitled to amuse him- 
self in hisown way. The case is vory dif- 
ferent when the same medisval airs are 
taken by a young man who has done noth- 
ing for his country, and who is not even 
known to be a soldier, but only not to be 
anything else. The humiliation which in- 
telligent men must feel at seeing the des- 
tinies of their country submitted in any 
measure to the caprice of such a man ought 
to insure the amendment of the system un- 


der which such a spectacle is possible,

THE TARIFF DEBATE, 


WILL PROBABLY BEGIN IN THE 
SENATE ON MONDAY. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—The Republican 
substitute for the Mills Tariff billis at last be- 
fore the Senate, and the voters of the country 
will now have squarely before them the Demo- 
cratic and Republican ideas of how they should 
be relieved of the burdens of tariff taxation. The 
substitute was reported to the Senate by Mr. Al 
lison to-day, but the majority and minority -re 
ports for and against the measure are stiil to 
eome. Messrs. Harris and Vance were unable 


to get the Democratic report m shape in 
time to present it today, and tha Re- 
publican committee men consented to 
hold back their report so that the 
two documents might go in together. They 
will probabiy be presented to-morrow, but may 
be delayed until Friday. Consideration of the 
Tariff bill will formally begin on Monday, al- 
though Mr. Sherman made a brief speech en the 
subject this afternoon by consent of the Senate, 
as he will be absent next week. As the substi- 
tute fills over 160 pages, making, with the 
House bill, a pamphiet of 229 pages, nobody 
outside of the Finance Committee members have 
yet read it, and neither Republicans nor Demv- 
crats care to talk about it except in very gen- 
eraiterins. As was to be expected, Republicans 
refer to 1t as a measure infinitely superior to 
the Democratic bill, while the Democrats con- 
tend that in its preparation care was taken to 
coddle all the monopolies and heavily-protected 
industries without a thought for the masses 
who have to 7 the taxes. 

It is difficult to make a detailed comparison 
between tho Mills bill and the substitute, as the 
arrangement of schedules in the two measures 
isradically different. The essential features of 
the substitute do not aiffer from the reports 
which have been published from time to time, 
with the exception of the internal revenue taxes 
on cigars and tobacco, which are very material- 
ly modified from the present law. There has 
been a wide difference of opinion among the 
Republican Senators as to what should be done 
with the tobacco taxes, but the committee has 
settled upon a heavy cut. The substitute re- 
peals all internal revenue taxes’on smanufact- 
ured tobacco and snuff, and the special taxes 
ary by manufacturers of and dealers in 
eaf tobacco, retail dealers in leaf tobacco, 
dealers in manufactured tobaco.. snuff, 
and eigarsa, peddlers of the same, and 
manufacturers of snuff. It also makes 
a reduetion of one-haif in the taxes on cigars, 
cheroots, and cigarettes. The estimated rerenue 
reduction from these items is between $24,000,- 
000 and $25,000,000. Sugar is cut a trifle vver

TRYING TO FORM A STOCK COMPANY TO 
BUY HIS THEATRE. 
Notwithstanding the repeated angry de- 
nial of J. H. McVicker that he is contemplating 
any change in the management of his theatre in 
Chicago, whichis as well known there as “ Mo- 
Vicker’s” as *‘ Wallack’s” is here, it 1s a fact 
that he is now engaged in consummating a 


“ deal” whieh, if it does notrelieve him alto- 
gether of the management of the honse, suppos- 
ing itte be consummated, will at ieast throw 
the responsibility for future losses largely upon 
the shoulders of others. 

Morse, Jamison & Co., bankers and brokers of 
Chicago, whese office is at Madison and Dear- 
born streets, are the agents and attorneys for 
Mr. McVieker in hia negotiations, and they are 
using the United States mail freely to push for- 
ward the new seheme,* Letters have been sent 
from this firm, under the authority of Mr. Mo- 
Vicker, toa number of leading managers and 
gentlemen interested in theatrical affairs in thigq 
city, and presumably in other cities, inviting 
them to purchase stock in a company which is 
to erganize tou manage MeVicker’s Theatre. The 
stoek is placed at $100 a share, and its pur- 
chase will entitle the holder to as many votes 
as he holds shares for a Board of Directors, 
which is to take charge of the theatre, 
appoint a suitable manager, and direct 

contrel all the business sopnected 
with the property. No intimation is 
given in the letter as te whether Mr. MeVicker 
is to let himself in ‘‘on the ground floor” by 
purehasing or reserving acontroiling interest in 
the stock himself, in whieh case he could elect 
his own Board of Directers, appoint himself or 
his son Horace manager, and call on the stock- 
holaers to pay nearly half of any losses which 
he might make In conducting the house. This 
point is lett delightfully obscure, but no doubt 
is possible, after reading the letter, that a very 
earnest effort 1s being made to form a stock 
company to manage McVicker’s, and that Mr. 
MecVicker’s persistent contradiction of the facts 
since that letter was sent broadcas& over the 
land is entitled to n0 weight whatever. 

No New-York manager ceuld be found yester- 
day who had been tempted to take stock in the 
new enterprise. Those approached on the sub- 
ject agreed that MoVicker’s Theatre, properly 
managed, can be made a good paying property 
in a city which supports theatrical enterprises 
so liberally as Chicago ‘does; but all agreed, 
also, that to attempt to manage a great theatre 
through a stock company was folly unless the 
manager himself was made independént by con- 
trolling a majority of the stock. The general 
impression was that Mr. McVicker himself cal- 
culated on occupying this independent position, 
and thatthe other stockholders were te haye 
nothing te do except help pay the bills should 
his business ventures prove unprofitable.

‘THE POLITICAL CAMPAIGN: 


DEMOCRATS OCONDEMN MR, 
DANA'S CIRCULAR. 

AIT IS REPUDIATED BY CHAIRMAN MUR-~- 
PHY—SOME OF SENATOR QUAY’S 
QUEER WORK—BETS TO COME, 

All the Democratic politicians in the city 
were talking yesterday about Charles’A. Dana’s 
mischnief-meaning circular asking the President 
to write a letter indorsing the nomination of 
Gov. Hill. They all made haste to denounce 
and repudiate it. While all the leading Demo- 
crate—Tammany and County—expressed indig- 
nation at Mr. Dana and the Sun, Mr. Joseph J. 
O’Donohwe was, very properly, the angriest, 
for he had been misrepresented in the 
most unjustifiable manner. He had been de- 
scribed in the Sun as favoring and promoting 
the scheme. Mr. O’Donohue said yesterday that 
on the contrary he was opposed to, it, as was 
every good Democrat who, like himself, ardent- 
ly desired the re-election of Mr. Cleveland. 

«While I and my associates on the Executive 
Committee of the down-town business clubs,” 
Mr. O’Donohue continued, “were yesterday 
making the arrangements for our great mass 
meeting next Saturday a Sun reperter came in 
and asked us about the circular. It was the 


unanimous sense of the meeting that it ought 
not to be circulated, because it was calculated 
to do harm to the Democratic ticket. None of 
us favored the idea.” 

Edward Murphy, Jr., Chairman of the Demo- 
cratic State Committees, whose name was yeed 
in the circulars as the intermediary by whom 
they were to be forwarded to the President, sent 
a telegram from Trey denouncing the scheme as 
soon a8 he had read it, “The petition is un- 
deubtedly the work of the enemies of the Gov- 
ernor,” said Mr. Murphy. 

Ex-Congressman William McClelland, Secre- 
tary of the National Democratic ramones 
Cemmittee, and Col Edward B. Dickinson, the

Committee, said that the National Committee 
knew nothing of the inspiration, publication, or 
distribution of the circulars. “They are a weak 
invention of the enemy,” said Capt. McClelland,

A REPUBLICAN TRICK EXPOSED. 

A glaring attempt at double-dealing on 
the temperance question by the Republican 
National Committee is exposed to-day in the 
eolumns of the Voice, the organ of the Prohibi- 
tion Party. The article relates the experience 
of ayoung German who called at Republican 
Headquarters in Fifth-avenue in quest ef a copy 


of the platform of that party printedin German. 
He was refe: to the German bureau which, 
the Voice says, “is headed by L. W. Habereorn, 
a liquor advocate from Washington, D. GC,” who 
‘has under him many secretaries and clerks. 
The German bureau is indeed the mest impor- 
tant adjunct of the National Committee.” At 
this bureau the young German was informed 
that “the National Committee was not circulat- 
ing separate copies ef the platform, but instead 
was sending eut large quantities of a German 
Republican newspaper whieh contained the 
platform and much other strong campaign 
material.” The German Republican newspaper 
in question is an obseure sheet of small cireula- 
tion purporting to emanate weekly from 
8t. Louis, and is called the Tribune. , 

Tne Republican Committee had evidently 
purchased an extra edition of this paper, which 
was filled with strained attempts to convince 
German veters that the Republican Party was 
in favor ef personal liberty. _ It prints the Re- 
publican platform with the temperance and 
morality plank left out. In ene of the articles 
published the Boutelle resolution is alluded to 
as “that small, sickly, and weak addendum 
which the Republicans tacked on to their plat- 
form as & temperance plank.” In nine places on 
the first page this is published: “The Pro- 
hibitienists declare it to be their purpose to de- 
feat the Republican Party and elect the Demo- 
cratic ticket, Is it the purpose of the German 
voters to help the Prohibitionista in this mat- 
ter? Will reasoning German voters give their 
suppert tothe auxiliary forees of the Pro- 
hibitiontste 7” 

This sheet is issued under the express super- 
vision of the Republican National Committee. 
It was never supposed that the Prohibitionists 
woald discover how, with an emasculated plat- 
form in German and a temperance and morality 
platform in the vernacular, the Republican Na- 
tional Committee was industriously trying to 
serve two ends.

The epoch of the play is 
that atirring era in French history. whem young 
Louis X11. had just assumed the government 
of a country rent asunder by religisus contro- 
versy, before Armand Jean du Plessis had ex- 
erted his power. The people of the play are nobles 
and commoners of the Provinceof Anjou and ad- 
venturers attached to the little army with which 
the King’s irate mother, Marie de Medicis, de- 

vastated the province and threatened the 

throne. There are 14 important personages, 
and eaeh of these has individual force and 
meaning. The tone and coler of a chivalric and 
picturesque age are happily preserved, and 
the language, singularly free from pompous 
phrases and trite expressions considering the 
subject, is foreible, charactoristic, and thought- 
ful. The text has, in fact, much the same quality 
as the English Robert Louis Stevenson uses in 
his delicieus remances of old Frenoh chivalry, 
Itis therefore appropriate to the theme, anda 
not @ mere jargon of Elizabethan forms ef 
speech and hackneyed theatrical phrases. 

As good a play as “ Jocelyn” is not often pro- 
duced nowadays. It has literary merit as well 
as the esteemed theatric quality of effectiveness 
tocommend it alike to the critieal observer 
and the playgoer who leaves his mind at home 
when he goes te see aplay. It is the work of 
a thorough student of stagecraft, a master, in- 
deed, of all its subtieties, whe is also a man 
ef fine artistic instinets and exeellent literary 
taste. The play bears the impress of the mind 
and reflects the best artistic qualities of Mr. 
Charles F. Coghlan. ‘ihere is no bombast 
in it and no. noise for its own sake. The 
climaxes are intense and powerful. The 
shadows are heavy, but there is sunlight in the 
play, and the character of pure, bigh-minded 
woman, of sunny temperament, and the courage 
that belongs to innocence is revealed so vividly 
in the earlier scenes that allits beauty is kept 
in view by the spectator through t ensuing 
stormy episodes, The language is §rose, but 
there are many passages that have th® genuine 
poetic quality. These relate directly to the 
action of the play and the development of the 
plot. There are no apostrophes te virtue or 
bravery or the merit of right livingor the moon. 

The author has not lost sight ef human nature, 
as authors of romantic plays often do. The 
three brothers ef Jocelyn, livingin poverty in 
the crumbling chAteau of their ancestors, with 
tattered doublets and nothing in particular to 
eat fer dinner, but wearing their swords like 
gallants and gentlemen, as they are, are so in- 
troduced to the spectator as to convince him of 
their reality. The ancient steward, tottering on 
the brink of the grave, but clinging to his in- 
signia of office and the traditions of de Boissac 
greatness, and his aged son, reverent in his 
father’s presence. and a faithful servitor of th 
ruined family, are admirable character sketches. 
There is a scene of singular power between two 
women in this play, a virtuous girl anda woman 
who has abandoned hope, a scene of varying 
emotions involving the element of suspense, 
that is as forcible as logical and as eloquent as 
anything yet written by a living playwright 

The story of the play is slight, as the stories 
of good acting plays always are. It involves 
the efforts of Saviani, an adventurer attached to 
the forces ef Marie de Medicis, tu obtain the 
hand of Jocelyn de Boissac. He has nothing to 


_gain from her but the gratification of his love. 


He isa bold, brave man, powerful, and in a 
time when martes law reigns supreme has in- 
finite resource, eis foiled, as he should be, 
of course, but not until he has murdered Joce- 
lyn’s three brothers.. Finally, in the presence of 
his own officers, be is killed in a duel with Joce- 
lyn hersolf, her ony champion having been 
seized and imprisoned by his erder. This scene 
with dueling swords is the sensational device of 
the play. It18 eo skillfully led up to as to ap- 
pear perfectly reasonable, and is a fitting eli- 
max to a powerful play. 

As to the artistie value of “‘ Jocelyn,” there- 
fore, there is no aoubt. Its mercantile value in 
the theatrical marts “on the road” depends al- 
together upon the attitude of the precious pub- 
lic toward pure romantic drama, with a subject 
lying apart from the thought and action of 
these times. An actor of great personal por 
larity does not need te consult se closely the 
so-called taste of the publie as one who may 
have a larger share of skill, but is less generous- 
ly endowed with “magnetism.” It is a matter 
of fact that Miss Coghlan has never acted bet- 
ter than she is acting this week at the theatre 
in Newark, waere her performanees have been 
followed thus far with eager attention 
by large audiences. The play is handsomely 
and appropriately staged, and the supporting 
company is unexpectedly efficient. ssrB. 
Wilton Lackaye, John Malone, Harry Gwynetto, 
Thomas Webber, ana Verner Clarges and Mrs. 
Charles Watson all identify themselves with 
their characters and perform their tasks with 
zeal and good taste. Miss Coghlan makes 
Jocelyn piaterpeane and sympathetic. She is 
remarkably happy ip the quiet passages of Act 
I. in suggesting the latent force of the woman, 
and the encounter with Savianis mistress, al- 
ready alluded to, and the seenes of bewilderment 
ahd dismay in Act ITI. she endows with breadth 
ef style and intensity of passion that can 
scarcely fail to be effective. Moreover, she 
shows herself in the last act to be a remarkably 
expert and graceful swordswoman. She and 
Mr. Lackaye will stir the public heart with the 
fire and spirit of this episode wherever they go 
with “ Jocelyn.”’

AT THE AMERICAN INSTITUTE. 

A big gong was struck at 9 o’clock last 
night in the great building of the American 
Institute of the City of New-York, on Thira- 
avenue above Sixty-tnird-street, and a moment 
later President Rutter declared that the fifty- 
seventh annual fair of the institute was form- 
ally opened. At the same instant the wheels 
of the 200-horse-power engine began to re- 
volve, the electric lights flashed forth witha 
brilliancy that made the gas jets assume a 
sickly yellowish hue, and Dodworth’s Band 
struck up a joyous melody. 

Not one of the other 56 annual fairs of the in- 
stitute was opened under sueh_ favorable 
auspices as attended the inauguration of the 
fifty-seventh. In the first place the immense 
hall was crowded long before 8 o’clock, the 
hour set for the commencement of the opening 
exercises, andin the second place there ware 
never before so many exhibits in position at the 
opening. As usual, hewever, there was seme 
confusion among a portion of the exhibitors, 
the tardy ones being still busily engaged in un- 

acking and pecme their wares in position. 

ithin a day all this confusion will have been 
ended, ana the fair will be in perfect runnin 
order. Asit was last night, however, the grea 
crowd of sightseers found so mueh to interest 
them that the confusion in isolated sections was 
searcely noticeable. 

The section in thé neighborhood of the speak- 
ers’ stand in the centre of the hall was abso- 
lutely blockaded by the crowd that had gathered 
in anticipation ef hearing Mayor Hewitt deliver 
the opening address. The clocks had just struck 
8 when President Thomas Rutter and Mr. Hew- 
itt, at the head ofa procession of the Trustees 
and managers of the institute marched upon the 
platform. Amorg those who took seats around 
the Mayor were James Delamater, J. Trumbull 
Smith, W. BH. Gedney, Charles F. Allen, James 
G. Powers, Z. Dederick, William A. Camp, 
Alexander Knox, Alexander M. Eagleson, 
George Whitefield, Edgar De Puyster, James A. 
Crouthers, Vincent C. King, John A. Walker, 
James W. Fellows, James A. Flack, Charles 
Andrews, Robert H. Shannov, John W. Han- 
dren, Samuel L. Narsdem, and Alexander Agar. 

President Rutter announced that some inne- 
vations had been decided upon at this fair. The 
price of admission had been reduced to 25 cents, 
and exhibitors would be allowed to sell and de- 
liver goods upon the floor of the hall. He ree- 
ommended that all of the business men whe 
visited the fair should take notice of the auto- 
matic cash girl. It might lead, he said to the 
invention of an automatic cashier, the opera- 
tion of which would prevent such rapid increase 
of the population of Canada as had been wit- 
nessed of late years. He then introduced Mayor 
Hewitt, who was applauded heartily. 

Mr. Hewitt said that 1t was proper that the 
Mayor of New-York should identify himseif as 
far as possible with the American Institute, 
There were wany institutions im this city de- 
veted to mechanical and seientitic objects, he 
said, and the American Institute was a sort of 
Clearing House for them all. It reeorded the 
progress of the city in art, science, civilization, 
and refinement. In speaking of the pregress 
made in 57 years Mr. Hewitt called attention to 
the fact that when the first fair of the institute 
was held there was not a rullroad running 
out of the city nor a telegraph wire in 
existence. This exhibition, he said, was a 
practical answer to the pessimism of the 
day. There were people who would. say 
tgat the world was going to the demnition 

wwows as fast as it could go, and that 
progress was al) nonsense. This exhibition was 
the answer to that. The steam engine, chem- 
istry, and American liberty were born tegether 
only alittle overacentury ago, If they were 
taken out of the worla what a world it would 
be. The very tramp of 1888 would despise the 
comforts of 1776. The people in aimshouses 
were now better fed and better clad than their 
ancestors of a century past. 

The fabric of medern wealth and civilization 
was founded-on the right of every Man te con- 
trol his own labor and the product of his intel- 
lect. The lesson is irresistible that whoever 
seeks to fetter the right of man to control his 
own labor and industry is the enemy of civiliza- 
tion. Another indisputable right is that of asso- 
ciation. Hence men join together to accom- 
plish results which would be impossible to indi- 

duals. The right of association is not von- 
tined to labor. Capital enjoys it as well, but 
when thisrightis abused by corporations they 
must be taken in hand and prevented from de- 
storing se feundatien upon which society 
rests. sociation is the friend and not the 
enemy of labor. When labor abuses this right 
® monopoly is developed. Organized labor is 
the friend of labor as well as of capital, but 
it must not be used as a club nor as & Means 
otf beycetting people into starvation. Mr. 
Hewitt closed by urging the necessity for in- 
dustrial education in the scheols and declared 
that such education Was necessary as a sub- 
stitute for the apprentice system which had 
ceased to exist. 

When Mr. Hewitt had finished speaking Pres- 
ident Rutter furmally declared the fair opened, 
and the people scattered throughout the build- 
ing to inspect the thousands of novelties. 





WALL-SIREET TALK. 


Wall-street was fuil of unpleasant rumors 
yesterday. There were whisperes reports of 
failures imminent both here and in Chicage, the 
result of speculation in wheat during the receat 
wild “‘corner”’ capers. One big Stock Exchange 
house was credited with liquidating its accounts 
regardless of market quotations, and representa- 
tions that it was iuvoived in grave financial 
difficulties were circumstantial enough to im- 
press many operators and brokers.

By widening the seope of opera- 
tions it was hoped to increase commissions, It

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TARIFF TALK FOR MEN WHO WORK, 


————_ 
THE HOME-MARKET PLEA FOR THE 
COUNTRY. 
XXXIV. 

The old plea for taxing imports in order 
to establish home manufactures and sustain in- 
fant industries is out of date. The manufactures 
are established and their growth 1s now hin- 
dered by taxes on materials and appliances, and 
by the restriction of the market for their prod- 
ucts. All that can fairly be asked is that in 
reducing taxes for the relicf of consumers no 
injury shall be done to any industry of national 
importance that has been fostered by protec- 
tion. Capitalists engaged in protected interests 
have no rightful claim to continue drawing from 
the whole body of producers an excessive profit, 
as many of them are doing, without the least 
benefit to their workmen. The home-market 
plea for farmers has lost its force, for demestic 
markets are already developed and can hold 
their own without difficulty. The farmer has 
nothing to gain by continuing to pay high prices 
for everything he buys, while the price of every- 
thing he solls is determined by the widest com- 
petition. 

The latest phase of the home-market plea 
assumes that itis an advantage to the country 


to keep its markets for its own people; that we 
shall make the most profit for ourselves indl- 
vidually, and the mest wealth for the people 
cellectively by trading only among ourselves. 
An eminent candidate for a high offiee has made 
ust of this plea more than once. It assumes 
that we shall prosper better by keeping the 
products of our labor at home and distributing 
them among ourselves than by exchanging any 
part of them for the products .ef the labor of 
other countries. The absurdity of this assump- 
tion will be evident if the principles laid down 
in the early part of these ‘talks’ have been 
fully understood. Labor produces articles of, 
use, and it is through the distribution and inter- 
change of these thai it gete its reward. In this 
country, owing to its resources and advantages, 
its small pepulation in propertion to area, the 
intelligence and energy of its people, the free- 
dom of its institutions, and the lack of the great 
burdens of aristocratic government and vast 
military and naval establishments to exhaust 
ite forees, laber is more productive than else- 
where. Properly applied it produces far more 
per man of the articles of consumption than is 
produced in other countries, and in the distribu- 
tion each person ought fairly to get more of the 
results. 

Now, suppose this labor is applied to the best 
advantage under all our conditions. [ts product 
will greatly exceed the needs of our people in 
many lines. If we send part of it to other coun- 
tries. we can get a greater variety and quantity 
of things of which we can make use, and this 
will bring wealth into the country that is pro- 
duced elsewhere. We buy these things abroad 
simply because we can get more of them fer our 
own laber applied here by that means, and that 
is a gain and nota loss. Perhaps we might pro- 
duce these same things here if we were pre- 
vented from getting them abroad, but what 
would the process be? The cost abroad is in- 
creased—say one-half—by a tax on importation. 
Labor is then diverted to producing them 
here at a price one-half greater than they could 
be bought for somewhere else. It takes one- 
half more labor orof the preduets of labor 
to secure the same quantity of the 
same things for consumption. Where does 
the gain come in? There is a home market. 
That is to say, these new productions are made 
by our own labor and sold to our own people, 
and the products of unpretected industries are 
disposed of to those engaged in the protected 
industries. But it takes considerable more labor 
all around to get the same products for use and 
there is a correspondingly smaller amount ob- 
tained, and instead of a gain in well-being and 
in wealth there isaloss. To try to confine our- 
selves to a home market for the products of our 
labor is to diminish the amount of those prod- 
ucts that we might have fer the same work 
and thereby impair the efficiency of American 
labor and lessen its reward. The heme-muar- 
ket plea is a delusion. What we need is the ut- 
most scope in disposing of the fruits of our 
labor and the opportunity of getting for it all it 
will bring. 

Among the queer errors of reasoning on this 
point is the belief that when we buy something 
ip our own country, even at a much higher 
price than it would cost imported, we make a 
saving by preventing any value from getting 
out of the country. It is said that then we re- 
tain with us both the purchased article and the 
money wit: which it is beught. This ignores 
the fac. th st the money is nothing but a means 
of effecting an exchange. One product of labor 
has been given for itin order that another may 
be ebtained with it. Something would cost, say 
$20 beught in Europe ard $30 produced here. 
In one case, says *“‘Ignoramus,”’ we get the 
article and lose $20 and in the other we keep 
both the article and the money at home. But 
this is what we actually do: Labor produges in 
the one case a value of $20 in one form and gets 
the equivalent in another, no matter from 
where, it g-ts it and has it, as the result of its 
efforts applied here, and nothing goes for it but 
the product of that labor; in the other case it 
takes the prosuct of one-half more labor, also 
applied here, to*get the samething. Nothing 
tangible can be found anywhere in that trans- 
action but the product of our labor, and in tne 
one case the final product obtained costs one- 
half more work than in the other. 

Another queer delusion is that if the tariff 
barrier were removed foreign producers would 
take possession of our markets and sell us all 
sorts of things in spite of ourselves and prevent 
us from selling each other anything at all. 
Now there are two sides to every trade and no- 
body can sell us anything that we do not choose 
to buy. No morecan be sold to us than we 
pay for. Whatissold 1s bought at the same 
time. Articles bought are the products of labor 
and they are paid for with the products 
of other labor. Tosay thatour industries wouid 
be broken dewn, and the products of our labor, 
and consequently our ability to buy, woulda be 
seriously lessened, if not altogether ruined, and 
at the same time that we would buy more than 
ever before is an absurdity so palpabie as to be 
ridiculous, and yet itis the gist of one of the 
commonest arguments put forward with all 
seriouspess by able men. These able men have 
@ Very poor opinien of this country, its resources, 
advantages, and institutions, and ef the intelli- 
gence and capacity of its people, who, with all 
their opportunities would be helpless to com- 
pete in productien with the paupers and idiots 
of exhausted and oppressed lands.

HELD ONLY ONE SESSION. 
PEABODY FUND TRUSTEES WILL DIS- 
TRIBUTE $70,000 THIS YEAR. 

Tne twenty-seventh annual meeting of 
the Trustees of the Peabody educatien fund 
wae held at the Fifth-Avenue Hotel yesterday. 
Of the 16 members of the board two have died 
since the last meeting and one has resigned be- 
cause of failing health. The nine Trustees 
present yesterday were the Hor. Robert C, 
‘Winthrop of Beston, Chairman; the Hon, Will- 
jam M. Evarts of New-York, the Richt Rev. 
Henry B. Whipple of Faribarlt, Mixn.;: the 
Hon. Rutherford B. Hayes of Fremont, Ohio; 
Anthony J. Drexel of Philadeiphia, the Hon. 
Samuel A. Greene of Keston, ex-Goy. James B. 
Porter of Paris, Penn.; J. Pierpont Morgan 
ot New-York, the Hon. William A. Courtenay 


of Charleston, 8 C. Messrs. Winthrop and 
Evarts aud the Hon, Hamilton Fish are tho 
only remaining members of the board originally 
appointed by George Peabedy. 

After Bishop Whipple had opened the session 
with prayer Chairman Winthrop made remarks 
eulegistic of Judge Thomas ©. Manning of 
Louisiana and Chief-Justice Morrison R. Waite 
of Ohio, members of the board who have died 
since the preceding annual meeting, and appro- 
priate resolutions were adopted concernivg 
them. Chieif-Justice Waite was also a Trusteo 
of the Slater education fund, ana with ex- 
President Hayes, (aiso a Slater Trxstee,) formed 
the connecting lnk between the two institu- 
tions. A letter was received from the Hon. 
Theodore Lyman of Massachusetts resigning his 
-Trusteeship because of failing health. The 
three vacancies were filled by election as fol- 
Jows: The Hon. Randall 8. Gibson, United States 
Senator for Louisiana; the Hon. Melville W. 
Fuller, Chief-Justice of the United States Su- 

reme Court, and the Hon. Charles Devens, 
eatiee of the Supreme Court of Massachusetts. 

The Hon. J. L. M. Curry of Richmond, Va., 
Was present, and was re-elected General Agent, 
a position which he held till three years ago, 
when he was sent as United States Minister to 
Madrid. Since that time Secretary Greene has 
served without remuneration as General Agent, 
and a vote of thanks was given him yesterday 
for his devoted and faithful services. Dr. 
Greene and Mr. Mergan were re-elected Seere- 
tary and Treasurer, respectively. The Chair- 
man is permanent. The Executive Committee 
elected consists of the Hon. A. H. H. Stewart, 
‘Staunton, Va.; the Hon. William M, Evarts, the 
Hon. Rutherford B. Hayes, the Hon. James D. 
Porter, the Right Rev. Henry B. Whipple, and 
the Hon. Robert C. Winthrop, ex officio. The 
Finance Committee is composed of the Hon. W. 
M. Evarts, tne Hon. Hamilton Fish, the Hon. 
W. A. Courtenay, the Hon. Anthony J. Drexel, 
the Hon. R. L. Gibson, and the Treasurer, ex 
dflicio. 

Contrary to custom, the meeting adjeurned 
after a single sitting. The Executive Comwit- 
tes was not ready to report the distribution 
of funds for the ensuing year. The fund 
Amounts to about $2,000,000, and there will 
be $70,000 to distribute among ten States. 
During the year just closed $67,600 was dis- 
tributed as follows, according to Dr. Greene’s 
report: Alabama, $8,100; Arkansas, $4,400; 
Georgia, $400: Louisiana, $5,600; North 
Carolina, $5,800; South Carolina, $10,000; 
Tennessee, $14,000; Texas, $3,800; Virginia, 
$7,300; West Virginia, $4,100. Of the total 
amount $22,800 went for scholarships, $13,000 
for normal schools, $11,400 for institutes, 
$10,400 for public schools. and $10,000 to the nor- 
mal college established at Nashviie, Tenn, Every 
cent of this money gees through the hands ef the 
official head of the various State Departments 
of Education, though the Executive Committee 
of the Trustees decide which institutions shall 
receive its donations. In the last 20 years 
$1,727,650 has been expended in the South by 
the Truatees, Fiorida and Mississippi being the 
only beneficiaries not mentioned in the list for 
1888. Virginia schools alone have received 
$259,549 an@ Tennessee $202,700. The other 
States have received amounts varying from 
$187,000 to $71,000, which latter amount was 
given to Mississippi. Some exertionon the part 
of the beneficiary to help itself is an invariable 
condition impesed with every gratuity. The 
Peabody fund is for whites or blacks, the Slater 
Tund for biacks alone.

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 
AIISS VIRGINIA W. MASON EXONERATED 
AND HER RESIGNATION ACCEPTED. 

The Commissioners of the Board of Edu- 
eation held their third meeting this season yes- 
terday afternoon at the hall, corner of Grand 
and Elm streets, and almost immediately after 
being called to order went into executive ses- 
sion to consider the complaints of incompetency 
and unbecoming conduct brought against Miss 
E. A. Pope, Principal of the female department 
of Grammar School No.3 by Trustees E. J. 
Tinsdale and Charles A. Benedict. The meeting 
was arather stormy one and jasted some three 


hours before a resolution reprimanding Miss 
Pope and fining her three months’ salary was 
adopted by a vote of 13 to 8. This decision is 
regarded in the light of # compromise between 
the majority and minority committees who asked 
for her suspension and her complete acquittal. 

The report of the School Trustees of the Fif- 
teenth Ward, completely exonerating Miss Vir- 
ginia W. Mason from the charges anc rumors 
againse her and announcing her accepted resig- 
nation as teacher, was adopted by the board 
and placed on file. 

Commissioner prague offered a resolution to 
the effect that the Trustees of the Nineteenth 
Ward be requested to give the board their rea- 
sons for having used for classrooms any portion 
of the playyard of Grammar School No. 53. He 
said somebody shoulda be censured for permit- 
ting little children to be cooped up in the dark, 
unhealthy rooms so made, and alse for permit- 
ling the sanitary conditions of the school to 
remain for so long a time in the frightful condi- 
tion in whieh they were up to last Spring, when 
the interest stirred up about it by the news- 
papers caused @ partial improvement. Tho 
resolution was unanimously adepted. 

Ernest R. Birkins, M. D., was appointed in- 
structor in anatomy and physielogy in the new 
night school in Grammar School No. 39, and a 
resolution of Miss Dodge’s to make the mini- 
mum salary of teachers of 10 years’ service in 
either department $750 was recommended to 
the Committee on Teachers. 

The roeeting adjourned at 8 o’clock, after call- 
ing a special meeting for next Wednesday 
afternoon to consider the “ budget’’ and other 
watters.

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OONTENTIOUS ATHLETES. 
THE HOSTILE SITUATION FROM THE 
UNION’S POINT OF VIEW. 

The Board of Directors of the Amateur 
Athletic Union of the United States yesterday 
sent an open letter to THE Trmxs, in which they 
endeavor to throw some light on the perplexing 
quarrels that have been varried on for a long 
time between amateur athletic associations, In 
opening their communication they say: 

“Let us look into the: position of the Irish- 
Gaelic team and the power ot both the Na- 
tional Association of Amateur Athletics and the 
Amateur Athletic Union, dropping all rivalries 
between individual clubs. To start with, every 
one will understand that there can be but one 
American ‘champion for a given event each 
te although there may be cinb, Hastern, 

estern, or State, champiovship for the 
same sport. The Union selécte Sept. 19, 
1888, at Detroit, for their champiouship American 
games. The . National Association scheduled 
&@ similar meeting tor Sept. 15 at New-York, and in 
order to detract from the Detroit moeting, induced 
the Missour: Athletic Club to hold a Western cham- 
pionship meeting in St. Louis on Sept. 9. The 
Union, to show their strength, at once authorized 
the Chicago Athletic Club to hold a Western cham- 
plonship meeting on their grounds on Sept. 1, in or- 
der to establish a set of Western champions for 
1888 before the Nationai meeting could be held. 
The Unions also passed the following resolution on 
Aug. 25, to taxe effect at once: 

“ Rexoived, Thatany amateur athlete competing in 
any open.amateur gaines in the United States not 

overned by rules approved by the Amateur Ath- 

etic Union shall be debarred from competing in 
any games held under the rules of the Amateur 
Athletic Union. 

“The idea was to prevent theathletes of the Union 
clubs from competing in the National Club games in 
patibdg The National Association found it im- 
possible to hold their games as arranged, owing to 
the fact that all the clubs, with a few exceptions, 
would not compete under the National ruies, and so 
sent a cable to the Irish-Gaelic team that the meet- 
ing had been postponed until Oct. 6 to allow them 
to compete. In the West the twochampionship meet- 
ings were held, and those athletes who took part in 
the St. Louis games were devarred from competing 
at Detroit. A committee of the Union was appoint- 
ed who waited upon Manager Cullinan of the {rish- 
Gaelic team and said that if he would not recognize 
the Nationals the Union would give his team a 
testimonial meeting, they to take the gate receipts 
over and above expenses and be guaranteed $1,200. 
Mr. Cullinan refused this offer and asked that the 
resolution of the Union be not enforced so far as his 
team was concerned. Such requests have been re- 
tused before and little can be expected now.’’ 

In conclusion the communication from the 
Union says: 

“As the so-called National Association has not 
been able to hold a meeting or transact business 
under its own constitution and by-laws, we therefore 
beg to state that our respective organizatiens do not 
acknowledge the existence of the so-called National 
Association of Amateur Athletes of America, and 
furthermore, having thoroughly explained tne situ- 
ation, we desire to have 1t distinctly understood that 
we poaitively refuse to enter into any further con- 
troversy over the subject, aad we most emphat- 
jeally deny having in any Vv boycotted the trish 
Gaelic team. The latter simply joined with the 
Manhattan and Missouri Athletic Clubs in the mest- 
ing to be held Oct. 6 in preference to the Amateur 
Athletic Union.” 

The New-York Athletic Club yesterday re- 
ceived a letter from the athletic manager of the 
Young Men’s Christian Association of New- 
York and another from the Secretary of the 
Yale College Athletic Association. Both organ- 
izations notified the New-York Club that no 
person taking part in the contests of the Na- 
tional Association in this city on Saturday 
would be allowed to enter in their games, They 
dia this in accordance with the rule passed by 
the Athletic Union on Aug. 25 forbidding any 
person contesting in games under its rules who 
took part in games under other rules. The 
Young Men’s Caristian Association games take 
place on Oct. 13 and the Yale on Oct. 20.

REVISING THE LIQUOR LAWS. 


MPORTANT ACTION TAKEN BY THE 
COMMISSION YESTERDAY. 
Following Gov. Hill’s veto of the High 
License bill last Spring a bill. was intro- 
duced into and passed by the Legislature ap- 
pointing a commission for the revision of tho 
State statutes relating to the sale of ale, wine, 
beer, and intoxicating liquors and to devise a 
plan whereby the whole system might be im- 
preved. The commission consists of ex-Surro- 
gate Daniel G. Rollins, Dr. Howard Crosby, ex- 
Assemblyman Frederick W. Kruse of Olean, 
x-Attorney-General Denis O’Brien, Gallus 


Thompson of the Brewers’ Exchange, ex-Sen- 
ator James S, Smart of Cambridge, and Max D. 
Stern, liquor dealer. 

George C. Oolby, assistant counsel to the 
Board of Excise, has during the Summer pre- 
pared summaries of the laws of the State and 
otner valuable information. The commission is. 
now holding daily sessions at the Bible House, 
and at these hotel keepers, grocers, druggists, 
and others will be heard. At yesterduy’s ses- 
sion the most importunt business transacted 
was a resolution offered by Dr. Crosby vw the 
effeet that a uniform method of choosing the 
Commissioners of Excise be adopted in every 
city anda town of the State alike. This was 
strenuously opposed by ex-Assemblyman Kruse, 
who contended that the best plan was to ap- 
point the Commissioners in the cities and to 
adopt the elective system in towns. There was 
a long discussion upon the matter, but eventu- 
ally Dr. Crosby’s resolution was carried. 

A motion was then made by Dr. Crosby that 
the excise revenues in future go to the local 
lreasuries. He said that the present system 
led to much ill feeling on the part of private so- 
cieties. The motion was agreed to unanimously.

IN FAVOR OF A LONG CURVED WALL, 

A report was made to the Aqueduet Commis- 
sioners yesterday by Messrs. Joseph P. Davis, J.J. R. 
Croes, and William F. Shunk, the experts appoint- 
ed in March last to consider the plans for the profile 
of the great Quaker Dam Bridge. It was adverse 
to the plans prepared by the aqueguct engineers, 
the engineers of the Department of Public Works, 
and Engineer A. Marichal.

They commended a curved  prpale with a radius 
of 1,146-feet, considering that a wall so construct- 
ed would offer greater resistance than any. other to 
the ordinary pressure put upon it, as well as to the 
extraordinary strain Caused by freshets orice.

Altamont B. King, the forcer, got off yester- 
day with a sentence to the Elmira Reformatory.

ALIDA VARENA BELIEVED MUSIC IN 
* COMIC OPERA TO BE SUFFICIENT. 
The trial of Ida F. Myers’s suit against 

Col. John A. McCaul fer $3,000 for breach of 

eontract was begun yesterday in the Court of 

Common Pleas before Chief-Justice Lurremore 

andajury. Miss Myers is Alida Varena on the 

stage, and claims to have received her musical 
education in Paris. She appeared in court in 
blne and brown attire well fitted to influence 
the minds of impressible jurymen. Tears just 
hinted at their presence in bereyes at intervals. 

She said she had two contracts with Col. Mc- 

Caull, both made at the samejtime—one from 

January to May, 1887, and one ffrom October, 


1887, to May, 1888. She was to receive $100 
per week. {t was tke second centract she 
claimea Col. McCaull violated. Her story was 
pathetic but long, and according to it Col. Mc- 
Caull had treated her very unjustly. 

De Wolf Hopper testitied that Miss Myers was 
absolutely incompetent to appear in * Ruday- 
gore,” and that for self-protection he was obliged 
to appeal to Col. McCaull. This was at Pitts- 
burg. She could not render her lines properly, 
andUeclared that words really didn’t amount to 
much; but that the music was the chiet charm 
in one of Gilbert and Sullivan’s operas, Mr. 
Hopper differed in opinion, so did Col. McCaull, 
and Miss Myers threw down her part, declared 
she could not learn the horrid lines, and left the 
theatre. Col. McCaull treated her with consid- 
eration. After she left he telegraphed for Annie 
Myers, who came from Philadelphia and ap- 
peared successfully with only three days’ time 
in which to study her lines. 

Col. McCaull said Miss Myers was absolutely 
incempetent for comic opera, and that at Pitts- 
purg she had declared she couid not learn her 
part and that she was not fitted to such werk. 
After she gave up at Pittsburg she begged him 
not to ruin her by discharging her, and she was 
therefore paid for some time, although she did 
not appear in any part, and there was no ques- 
tion of her having broken her contract by not 
appearing at rehearsals.

We 
are now making estimates approximating what 
money will be needed to carry us through the epi- 
demic, but we do not yet feel safe in stopping con- 
tributions, You can assure all that we do not wish 
to receive any more money than we feel will be 
needed. We are deeply grateful for the liberality 
shown us by the generous peopie of the country, 
and we would not abuse their confidence and geu- 
erosity in accepting more meney than we feel to be 
necessary. Some think we have enough now, but 
the Executive Committee feel a grand responsibil- 
ity resting upon them, and will therefore not act 
hastily. They will, however, act promptly, accord- 
ing to their best judgment.

there are firesides to keep warm, little children 
to clothe, and hungry mouths to fill. 

At the refineries in Williamsbarg yesterday 
afternoon it was said that about 70 men would 
be retained inemployment fora few days longer 
placing the stock of sugar on hand in ware- 
houses, and then the refineries would be locked 
up until opened again by the trust’s orders. It 
was also said that some of the skilled workmen 
employed by Decastro & Donner would he 
given work in the Havemeyer refinéries, but no 
provision could be made for them all, nor for the 
unskilled workmen, who might be able to obtain 
work in malthouses during the Winter. 

At the office of Decastro & Donner, 117 Wall- 
street, the information was given yesterday 
that ashut-down was necessary-because of the 
vast amount of soft sugar now in the country, 
which rendered it necessary to curtail production 
in order to maintain prices on all grades. Large 
quantities of Louisiana sugar, it was said, are 
now coming te the Northern markets, and the 
result had been a drop of a quarter of a cent 
per pound during the past week. Decastro & 
Donner’s refincries made soft sugars princi- 
pally, and that was another reason for their 
suspension of work at this time. Such refineries 
as Havemeyers & Elder’s, which make all 
grades of sugar, but particularly large quanti- 
ties of the finer qualities, such as cutloaf, cubes, 
powdered, and granulated, were in no danger 
of being asked to shut down, as there was al- 
ways a demand for the fine grades and the mar- 
ket for them was never allowed to become 
everstocked. The demand for soft sugar, it was 
said, always falls off at this season of the year 
anyway, and it was considered a good thing to 
curtail production. No other refineries in the 
trust had been ordered closed as far as known. 

“Do you not make fine grades of sugar also?” 
was asked, 

**Oh, yes; some of them,” was the reply. 

“Then if there’s always a demand for the fine 
grades, would it not pay yeu to keep your refin- 
eries running on those grades at least, depend- 
ing upon natural competition for trade pros- 
perity ?” 

“Tt might pay and it might not. Ithink that 
it will pay better under the circumstances to 
curtail production on all grades.” 

“Do you mean,” was asked, “that your com-

up before Referee Charles W. West at his office 
yesterday morning. Mr. Olin of Olin, Rives & 


Montgomery avpeared for the association, and 
Mr. Gerber of Judge Dittenhoefer’s oflice for 
the fund. 

The veteran actor, Charles Walter Couldock, 
Treasurer George Becks, and Manager Francis 
L. Rodgers, all eld members of the association, 
testified that they, and, tothe best of their be- 
Nef, all their associate mombers, wished the dis- 
solution of the society. They said many of its 
members were in greatly straitened circum- 
stances, and that they thought the pittance 
that each was entitled to should be given him. 
The highest amount any of them can receive is 
$700 and the lowest $200. Nearly all of its 
members have been on its rolls for over 20 
years, and in that time bave paid in nearly as 
much, not including interest, as they ean draw 
out. Mr. Couldock has belonged to it for about 
40 years, and could have drawn his annuity for 
the last 13 years had he so pleased. He has paid 
in over $500 as a matter of business, not of 
charity, and wants his money returned to him. 

Harrison Gray Fiske, editor of the New-York 
Mirror and Secretary of the fund, was the only 
witness for it. He gave a statement of the 
assets and good work of the fund and putin 
evidence a section of its by-laws, stating that 
the American Dramatic Fund Association 
might, if it so wished, become identified with it 
and merge its fund inte theirs. Mr. Olin asked 
it some editorials in the Mirror urging this con- 
solidation, written by Mr. Fiske, had been 
clipped out and mailed to Elliot Sandford, tho 
former Referee in the case, with his (Mr. 
Fiske’s) consent. Mr. Fiske replied that they 
had been sent under general but not special 
orders. When the testimony was ail in the 
Referee set a date for the opposing counsel to 
appear before him with all papers and briefs to 
argue for deeision.

OUSTED BY THEIR RIVALS.

The railroad advertising posters of New- 
York, who for many years have made a fair liv- 
ing out of the posting of railroad time tables in 
the hotels and large apartment heuses, com- 
plain that thelr business is being monopolized 
by the Railroad and Steamboat Advertising 
Compary. This company, they say, has re- 
moved their bexes and replaced them by vthers 
for which they charge $1U for each space used 
by the railroad posters. As the posters receive 
a monthly salary from the railroads whose 
tables they post, and are now asked to 
pay forthe use of the company’s boxes, they 
think they can foresee a scheme to drive them 
out. of the business and get a monopoly of itin 
other hands. The bill posters have made a test 
ease in the removal of their box from the Hoff- 
man House, with the result that they have re- 
ceived permission to replaee it in that hotel. 

One of the railroad posters said yesterday: 
‘“‘The railroad companies that ure now paying 
us $15 @ month for posting their time tables in 
the 60 boxes in the city will not care to pay an 
additional $10 a month for the use of this com- 
pany’s boxes, and the cempany, knowing this, 
will doubtless soon offer todo the whole busi- 
ness for $15 a month. Then our usefulness in 
this line will be ended.”

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THE SENATE TARIFF BILL 


THE LONG-EXPEOTED SUBSTI- 
TUTE AT LAST. 

A RECORD OF THE CHANGES WHICH IT 
PROPOSES TO MAKE IN THE PRESENT 
TARIFF LAW. : 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—The Senate Fi- 
nance Committee's substitute for the Mills 
Tariff Dill embodies an entire revision of the 
tariff schedules and the administrative features 
of the present law, proposing the re-enactment 
of all sueh features as in the epinion of the ma- 
jority of the committee ought not to be chanzed. 
The following synopsis contains all the changes 
us compared with the presentjlaw, the rates by 
the present law being given in parenthesis with 
pach item, (except when the article is not 
enumerated in existing law.) The following 
are the additions to the free list: 

Acorns, raw, dried or undried; baryta, sul- 
phate of, or barytes unmanufactured: beeswax; 
books and pamphlets printed exclusively in lan- 
guages other than English; braids, plaits, flats, 
laces, &c., for ornamenting hats; bristles, raw 
pr unmanufactured; bulbsand bulbous roots not 
bdible; chicory root, raw, dried or undried, but 
hnground; ooal stack or culm; coal tar, crude;

The internal revenue section of the bill, so far 
as it relates to tobacco, provides that after Feb, 
1, 1889, manufacturers of cigars shall pay a 
special tax of $3 annually. The tax on Cigars, 
cheroots, and on all cigarettes weighing more 
than three pounds per thousand which shail be 
manufactured or sold after that date shall be 
$1 50 per thousand, and on cigarettes weighing 
less than thres pounds to the thousand 50 cents 
per thousand, and said tax shall be paid by the 
manufacturer. It repeats all laws restricting 
the disposition of tobacco by farmers and pro- 
ducers, and all laws imposing taxes on manu- 
factured tobacco and snuff, and the special 
taxes required by law to be paid by manufact- 
urers of and dealers in leaf tobaeco, retail deal- 
ers in leaf tobacoo, dealers in manu- 
factured tobacco, snui¥ and eigars, ped- 
dlers of tobacco, snuff, and _s cigars, 
and manufacturers of snuff. It provides 
for a rebate on all original and unbroken pack- 
ages heid by manufacturers or dealers at the 
time the repeal goes into effect, (Feb. 1, 1889.) 
Italso repeals ail laws limiting, restricting, or 
regulat ng the manufacture, sale, or exporta- 
tion of tovacco or snuff. Alcohol to be used in 
the industrial arte is relieved from the fovmtens 
of an intornal revenue tax; provision is made 
for bonded aleohol warehouses, and safeguards 
are provided against fraud. There is a prehi- 
bition against the use of any distilled spirits 
upon which the internal revenue tax has not 
been paid in the manufacture of tinctures, 
proprietary articles, wines, liquors, cordials, 
bitters, or other alcoholic compounds, which 
are used or sold us beverages.

BUILT UPON FREE HIDES

HOW FULION COUNTY'S LEATH- 

ER BUSINESS GREW. 

THE ATTEMPT’ TO WORK UP A FREE- 
TRADE SCARE THERE A FAILURE— 
THE POLITICAL OUTLOOK. : 

JOHNSTOWN, N. Y., Oct. 3.—Free raw ma- 
terial has converted into two of the most pros- 
perous manufacturing centres of the State the 
village of Johustown axd Gloversville. It has 
revolutionized the manufacture of leather in 
this county. It has brought into existence in 
tnis single township upward of three-acore firms 
of leather dressers, who employ 2,500 workmen 
whose annual product is valued at millions and 
whose superior methods of preparing leather 

for shoes, gloves, and mittens have been im- 

tated all over the country. This industry 

ranks second to the glove ‘and mitten manu- 
facture for which Fulton County is famous the 
world over, and is pushing very hard for first 
place. ‘‘Free hides” have been the making of 

Johnstown and Gloversville’ is an expression 

heard # dozen times a day in visiting these two 

interesting villages. ‘‘Free hices and a happy 

discovery,” is the way ex-Congressman John M, 

Carroli expresses it wheu he is questioned con- 


cerning the remarkable growth and thrift of 
the twin villages. 

The placing of hides on the free ist in 1872 
encountered in this vicinity a hostility similar 


to that displayed to-day against the addition of 


wool to the list of free raw materials, It 1s re- 
membered that James Kent, who long beforé 
his death had profited immensely by the act of 
1872, was one of the loudest in his declaratiens 
that free hides would ruin the leather 
and glove industries in this county. 
He lived long enough to «recognize his 
error and to acknowledge it. To 
this man’s ingenuity and perseverance is 
attributed the development of tnodern leather 
dressing. He was an Emgiishman, with a 
gonius for investigation and experiment. Early 
in the seventies he employed a few hands in 
Gressing leather for the clove and mitten man- 
ufacturers of tho vicinity. The abolition of the 
duty brought into the country skins of. every 
kind of animal from every quarter of the globe. 
Among them were large numbers of kangaroo 
skins. Somebody had an idea that they could 
be converted into gleves. There was no known 
process by which the pelts of other than animals 
with cloven hoofs could be successfully made 
into leather. Mr. Kent, always on the watch for 
something new, accumulated a considerable 
supply of these Australian rat skins, as they 
were Called, and began experiments. These 
‘were not immediately successful. Two or 
three years passed before he discovered the 
secret of wpruducing a tough, streng, pliable 
leather, impervious to water. It was worthiess 
for gleves and mittens, but it proved an excel- 
jlent substitute for the calf of which shues were 
then almost wholly made. 

It was simple enough after the man had 
worked it all out. The fat liquor, as the refuse 
of tanned deerskins is termed, had always been 
throwb away as worthless. It contained oil and 
other elements which, when applied to the 
dressing of kangaroo skins, produced marvelous 
resuits. Some little time was required to in- 
troduce this new leather. Suddenly its desir- 
ability as a substitute for calfskin was recog- 
nized, and the demand for it far surpassed any- 
thing that Mr. Kent could supply. The Don- 
gola kid, as it is known, had its origin right 
here, and was one of the firat products to re- 
ceive a brund that is known to the trade 
everywhere. Mr. Kent enlarged his factory, 
guarded closely his secret, and prepared to fur- 
nish the world with his product. Like most of 
the race of experimentalists and inventors he 
was a poor business manager and he suffered 
reverses in consequence. Eveutually the firm 
of Booth & Co. was established. Mr. Kent be- 
came its practical manager, and before he died 
a tew yeurs avo he drew from its profits a com- 
petence and had the satistaction of realizing 
that to his own eiforts was due the beginning 
of this surprising growth of modern ieather 
dressing. 

When Mr. Kent began his experiments he oc- 
cupied a small building withtwo reoms. In less 
than a dozen years 500 men were on his compa- 
ny's pay roll, and the largest manufactory of its 
kind in this country was in operation under his 
eye. His constant assistant.in all of his experi- 
ments was a bright English boy, Joe Hunt, who 
was subsequently promoted to be the company’s 
Superintendent, a position whieh he holds to- 
day. Leather manufacturers in other States 
lured earlier employes away from. the 
factory of Booth & Co., and learned 
the secret of-dressing leather themselves, 
though few, if any of them, have had such sue- 
cess as this pioneer firm. To-day there are 36 
leather-dressing firms in this village, and 37 in 
Gloversville. Wages have increased 20 per 
cent. since this industry began to flourisha 
dozen years ago. The population has grewr at 
a surprising rate. The glové business, which 
was atthe height of its earlier prosperity dur- 
ing the war, was gradually stagnating when 
hides went on the tree list. Leather dressing 
Was in consequence stimulated. The new in- 
dustry stimulated the old,and the two have 
been moving along together ever since so har- 
moniously and prosperously as to excite the 
wonder of the leather and glove buyers.who 
congregate here annually frem all over the 
United States. They area perfect illustration 
ot what the importation of raw material duty 
free can do for a manufacturing community. 

Abit of the histery of the free hides legisla- 
tion of 1872 isinteresting. It is furnished by 
John M. Carroll, one of the*few Democratic 
Congressmen eyer elected in this strong Repub- 
lican district. By almost everybody hereabout 
he is credited with being the member who 
actually cet hides on the free list. But Mr. Car- 
roll himsel? says that his part has been exag- 
gerated by generous friends; that he helped, 
and that was ail there was about it. There 
is no dvubt about his having been able 
to exert some little influence. His inti- 
mate triend, Michael C. Kerr. of Indiana, 
was a member of the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, and to Kim he explaiued how the tanners 
in his own district, and in fact in every other 
district bordering on the Adirondacks were 
clamorous for tree hides. He procured statis- 
tics and petitions, and as his was one of the 
larger tanning districts in the State, he was 
able to furnish the committee with some very 
valuable information. 


The conditions are wholly favorable to a free- 
trade scare if anywhere in the State, and yet it 
can be said without fear of contradiction that 
nothing of the kind exists in Fulton County. 
The glove manufacturers as a whole are Repub- 
licans. They areidentitied with the national 
combination of manufacturers to prevent any 
revision of the tariff except by “its friends.” 
Just why they need the protection of a 50 per 
cent. tariff auy more than one of 40, such as the 
Miils bill proposed, or even of 35, none of them 
knows. Mr. Sexton Northup, a prominent Re- 
publican of this village, determined to in- 
vestigate the subject fully. He manufactures 


a fine grade of gloves, one requiring some little 


protection owing largely to the fact that a tariff 
tax has to be paid on caressed leather, threads, 
and wool, whieh enter into’ its manufacture. 
Mr. Northup demonstrated to his own satisfac- 
tiou that the heavier grades of gleves and wit- 
tens, such as buckskins, sheepskins, calfskins. 
«&c., needed no protection whatever. He went 
further even than D. B. Judson, who favors 
Cleveland aud tariff revision. The latter takes 
the ground that the heavy goods manutaeturers 
need at least enough pretection to eover the 
in wages here and = abroad. 
Mr. Northup’s conclusion was that 
his own specialty was really ull 
that required protection. A caleulation which 
left out in the cold so many neighbors politicai- 
lyin sympathy with him naturally created a 
stir. These Republican manufacturers all fry 
exceedingly well and their views have to be re- 


sspecteu. They demanded that Mr. Nerthup, as 


an exponent of Republican and protective 
principles, be withdrawn from the public gaze. 
So the Secretary of the County Committee 
waited upon the enthusiastic tariff writer, with 
the result that the editor of the lecal newspaper 
is now constrained to return to the ug of that 
preduct et the New-York stereotypers known as 
‘boiler plate,” the disappearance of his able 
contributor having created a yawning cbasm in 
nis columns that must be filled with something, 
even if it isn’t so inspiring as a weekly digest of 
the tariff. 


It seems to be the rule here that a Republican 
manufacturer sball bulldoze his workmen about 
the time of election and drive them to the sup- 
portof his ticket. ‘If the blamed fools [re- 
ferring to his employes] want te havo their 
Wages cut down 10 per cent. by voting for 
Cleveland and the Mills bill, why, that is theic 
lookout,” Mr. James Argersinger is quot- 
ed as saying. Wood & Kennedy, who 
have made their substance ont of free 
hides, are reported to have declared 
that the wages of their men will be 
eut one-half if the President is re-elected. 
Four years ago the ory of these Republican 
manutacturers was that they would have to 
close their shops. This year itis ‘* we'll gut your 
wages down if Cleveland beeemes President.’’ 
Liberal in nothing except where they fancy 
they see returns of 100 per cent. I doubt 
whether one of them would permit a Democrat- 
io banner to be displayed in his shop any more 
than be would dynamite. And yet in the Jud- 
son shops many of the men have raised their 
little Harrisen and Morton banners over their 
sewing machines and no unfriendly comment 
has been made by their Democratic employer, 
The workingmen remember several circum- 
stances which are prejudicial tothe influence 
of the more rabid Repuplicans. They were 
not thrown out of work four years 
ago, although they had been told that they 
would be. Their employers undertook in the 
face of genéral prosperity to reduce their wages 
three years ago on the plea thut they could not 
atiord to pay the old rates. This was resisted, 
the only strike ever known here was precipi- 
tated, and the men refused for weeks to work, 

heir employers finally agreed to restore the

The “soldier vote” plays no figure at all in 
this vicinity. When the agitation of the pauper 

ension bill was at.its height in February, 1887, 

auby Post of Gloverville met and denounced 
the efforts to hoodwink the veterans into sup- 

orting the bill before Congress. Messrs. Will- 
am Green, District Attorney; C. L. Clark, and 
J. F. Hoilett, ali Republicans, were appointed a 
committee to prepare a leather medal for Sen- 
ator Blair of New-Hampshire “for his masterly 
effort in legislation—the pauper pension bill.” 
The committee reported at the next meeting that 
@ medal had been prepared of the best dreased 
leather to be found in Gloversville and forward- 
ed to the Senator. Its face bore the inscription: 
“ Token and measure of the estimation of self- 
respecting soldiers for the blatherskite Senator.” 
On the reverse side were the words: ‘*Bene- 
factor of claim agent sharks, champion of dead- 
beats, second-hand inventor of the pauper pen- 
sion fraud.” The report of the committee was 
approved sand resolutions were adopted unani- 
mously indorsing President Cleveland’s action 
in vetoing the bill. Lhere is a smaller postin 
Gloversville which is trying to dosome political 
work against the President. Its membership is 
chiefly Republican politicians and veterans who 
found more solace in the sutler’s stores-than in 
heavy campaigning at the front, and their labors 
bear no fruit. 

The list of Dbemoerats who couldn’t ewallow 
free trade, bonce hed swarmed int the Repub- 
lican fold, recently published in the Zribwune is 
somewhat misleading. O. H. Bame, for exain- 
ple, has been a happy Republican for many 
years and he voted for Gartied and Blaine, 
“Dr.” A. P. Hulettannuounced in 1883 thathe nad 
dene with the Democratic Party and he figured 
on both Rebublican and Democratic canvass 
lists as a Blaine man. His conversion occurred 
after his term in the Monroe County pent- 
tentiary expired and he was restored to libert y. 
By his acquaintances, Edgar A. Spencer has 
been known as a high-tariff man and a Repub- 
lican voter: for mauy years. He cannot be 
classed as a convert any more than the others. 
C. H. Gorton was a Butler man. He was a Pre- 
hibitionist until, precept having been upset by 
his practices, he was no longer useful for ex- 
hibition as a brand plucked from the burning. 
If he i8 a loss to any party it must be the Pro- 
hibition, although it is extremely doubtful 
about their admitting that what is their loss 
is the Republican’s gain, John Plaée, “the 
well-known farmer,” is, im political parlance, 
“a floater.” Morgan Snell, merchant, voted 
for Blaine, as he has said orFer his 
signature. Charies Adler can hardiy be 
counted a loss, True, the Démocrats 
had been baiting him, and hoped to 
secure him, but a stern paternal parent, upon 
learning it, seized him by the leoseness of his 
raiment and thus preserved him for the Repub- 
lican Party. Summed up, the 7Jritune’s list of 
casualties comprises ** Counselor” Frank Egles- 
ton, W. A. Lansing, and W. A. Sears, one of 
whom is a disappointed pension seeker. This is 
not very heavy when itis considered that the 
voting pepulation of the town of Jobnstown is 
nearly 4,000. I have learned of at least half a 
dozen genuine Democratic changes whieh have 
never been printed. They are, however, otfset 
five-fold by the Republican changes, nota few 
oz whom have secretly subscribed money to 
the Democratic cause. 

All in all the Democratic canvass is in better 
condition than the Republican. Both parties 
have numerous organizations. The Democrats 
have a strong ally in the semi-weekly Standard, 
ot which Mr. Hervey Roses is editor. If they 
are not oversloughed by the money of young 
Sanford, the millionaire Republican candidate 
for Congress, Fulton’s majority, instead of 
being the 1,400 demanded by the Republican 
State Committee, ought to he between 900 and 
1,000, or from 100 to -200 less than that of 
Blaine’s. Gartield’s majority was 1,250, but 
the use of Imménse aums of 
money and the practical abandonment of the 
cainpaign by the Democrasy.

SEHCOND MATES’ LICENSES. 
To the Editor of the New- York Times: 

It goes without saying that there is some- 
thing radically wrong in the Treasury laws 
which oxact a rigid examination on seaman- 
ship, navigation, color blindness, stowage of 
cargo, fog signals, emergency qualificatiors, 
rules of the road, lights, knowledge of the coast, 
&c., from first mates, and permits the second 


and third watch officers to go unchallenged; yet 
itis only’ necessary to glance over the follow- 
ing extracts from the Revised Statutes of the 
United States to centirm this statement : 

SECTION 4,438. The Boards of Locai Inspectors 
shall license and classify the masters, chief mates, 
engineers, and pilots of all steam vessels. It shall 
be unlawful to employ any person, or tur any person 
to serve as'a master, chief mate, engineer, or pilot on 
any steamer who is not licensed by the inspectors; 
and any one violating this section shall be liable to 
a@ penalty of $10C for each offense. 

SkEc. 4,440. Whenever any person applies for au- 
thority to be employed as chief mate oF steamships 
‘the inspectors shall require satisfactory eviden ce 
of the knowledge, experience, and skill of the appli- 
cant in lading cargos, and in stowage and handling 
of freight, and shallexamine him as to his know- 
ledge and ability in navigation and managing such 
vessels, and in all other duties pertaining to his sta- 
tion, and if satisfied of his qualifications and good 
character they shall grant him a livense authorizing 
him to perform sach duties for a term of one year 
(these licenses are renewed each year—H. P.,) but 
such license shall be suspended or revoked upon 
satisfactory proof of bad conduct, intemperate 
habits, unskillfulness, or want of knowledge of the 
duties of his station, or the willful violation of any 
provision of this title. 

It needs no explanation that the responsibili- 
ties of a chief mate are fully recvygnized, and 
that the safety and welfare of the vessel de- 
pends jlargely upen the qualifications of this 
officer for seamanship, watchfulness, and judg- 
ment,especially in,the dangerous night watches, 
and yet the second watch officer, whose duties 
and responsibilities while in charge of the deck, 
when the ship and all within iturein his keep- 
ing, do not differ a rope yarn from his superior’s, 
is permitted to go to sea the third 18 command 
of the vessel without having in the slightest 
Manver demorstrated his ability to the inspect- 
ors 48 a 8eaman, & capable watch officer, or even 
having passed an examination before the ma- 
rine hospital surgeon to determine whether to 
the applicant’s vision the coler green ap- 
pears as red and the color read appears as 
green, thus affording convincing proof of the 
man’s unfitness for a watch oflicer’s position. 
To this man the starboard light (green) of a ves- 
sel would appear as the pert light (red) and the 
port light as the starboard light, and in shifting 
bis helm to follow out the law of the rules of 
theoad, which are based on the eolor of the 
light exhibited by vessels to one another at 
bight, a cellision would be almost inevitable. 
This is no imagjnary danger, but wilt be sub- 
stantiated by Hospital Surgeon Walter Wyman 
at the Burge Office, in whose experience a nuin- 
ber of such cases of defective eyesight have been 
developed. This alone is sufficient to prevent 
the issue of a license, but when it is considered 
that the man may be deficient in one or all of 
the other demands, the law which will permit 
him to officer a ship is not only deplorabie but 
criminal, and shouldbe changed before some 
wholly unnecessary but awful calamity de- 
mands at the hands of the Treasury Department 
in Washington a revisal of the license laws. 

Statistics will show that most collisions os- 
cur when the vessel is in charge of second and 
third: mates. [I do not wish to be understood 
ws claiming that these under officers are as a 
class incompetent. Notso. Many of them are 
superior seamen. But I do most emphatically 
assert that no officer should be allowed by law 
to have charge of the deck of a steamship, no 
matter what his service or experience has 
been, unless he has passed an examination be- 
fore the local inspectors’ board and proved such 
professional skill as entitles him to be a licensed 
officer. No othér maritime sountry in the world 
permits men to officer her ships unless they 
hold diplomas of nautical qualification. Even 
the fourth officer on English steamships must 
by law possess a Board of Trade certificate. 

Let the authorities in Washingten amerd the 
law so that second aud third mates (and even 
fourth mates it they are employed as watch of- 
ficers) shall be obliged to pass an examination 
in seamansnip, rules of the road, lights, lading 
of cargo, and in stowage and handling of 
freight, engine room signals, fog signals, and 
in color blindness and sighttest. This is leav- 
ing out all question of navigation, some knowl- 
edge of which should also be demanded. auch 
as taking av azimuth and working out the error 
of the compass for deviation, chart sailing, and 
determining the latitude by a meridian observa- 
tion of the sun. In the event of accident at sea 
to the Captain and chief mate this knowledge 
would be imperative in order that tue ship 
might by navigated in safety to port. Our laws 
require that chief engineers and first, second, 
and third assistant engineers shall be licensed 
officers, then why sheuld the deck and the entire 
centrol of the ship at times be left to the care 
of uuexamined, unlicensed, and pernaps dan- 
gerous oillicers? — 

It 1s well kuown that no papers of qualification 
are required to sail as masteror mate of an Amer- 
ican sailing vessel, but that any “beachcomber” 
or longshoreman, or even a man possessing less 
pautieal ability than either of the two question- 
able quanities alluded to, way walk the quarter- 
deck without let or hindrance of any dominat- 
ing force other than the pleasure of the owners. 
In my experience [have known an American 
ship to sail out of the port of New-York under 
command of 4 man who was professionally un- 
able to get the vessel under way, handle her at 
sea, or bring her to anchor. ‘This vessel carried 
what in nautical parlance is called a ‘“ nurse.” 
That is, the chief mate, in addition to perform- 
inghis regular duties, also acted as Captain, 
and during his watch below he taught the so- 
called master that yards possessed such me- 
chanical appliances as lifts, braces, and foot- 
ropes, and that the sextant and chronometer 
are employed in calculating the position of the 
ship. 

The American Shipmasters’ Association of 
New-York under the able Presidency df Capt 
Austin Jayne, formerly United States Local In- 
Spector of Steam Vessels ter this port, has for 
years ondeavored to remedy the latter evil by 
furnishing to deserving shipmastera and mates 
certificates of competency for sailing vessels, 
and im many cases the underwriters refuse to 
insure a vessel unless the Captain can show one 
of these diplomas. While the good accomplished 
by this society is appreciated, yet being a non- 
otticial organization its useluiness is greatly cir- 
cumscribed, 

However, the vital question is to insure pas- 
sengers that the watel offi of our steam- 
ships shall be qualified and licensed. After 
that is effected it will be time to have some- 
thing mere to say concerning the officering of
